In a friend's back yard there lays to rest 
ay ten month old Irish Setter puppy. A 
ruelly mistaken victim of identity. As of 
/lay 10th a.m. I knew him with a heart 
till beating. By 4 p.m. that afternoon he 
ras brought back to us lifeless. 
Around 11:30 a.m. my girlfriend and I 


intied our dogs to let them play in the 
mrd and get ready to take them down to 
he pond behind our house so that they 
:ould enjoy a cooling drink and their daily 
•omp in the water. 


Setters, well known as bird dogs, and 


)ur dog, still a pup, was curious with 
jirds in flight. His curiosity carried him 
nto the opposite field as I ran with him. 
Jnable to match his speed, I ran along 
oehind him calling his name. Ten 
minutes later I heard three shots. I broke 
a path into the woods calling desperately 
to him while my girlfriend took her car 
down next to the field I was in, which 
seemed to be where the shots had 
originated. She stopped her car when she 
caught sight of a strange dog running to 
the top of that hill. As she passed the 
farm near the field, the owner waved and 
said Hi. I must see you a hundred times 
a day." She proceeded still further look- 
ing for the pup, finally turning around to 
check once again. On her way back, she 
passed the farmer who at this time was 
busy with his work next to the road. 
Again there was no sign of the dog in this 
area. We hoped that by this time the dog 
had returned home, we were upset to find 
that he had not yet returned. Because cf 
those three shots, my friend and I drove 
up to a neighbors house from whose 
property we thought the shots might have 
come' only to find that there was no one 
shooting any guns off in their back lots. 
Nor was the dog seen up there. The 
woman told us that I should contact the 
conservation officer. 


At 2:30 p.m. I called the conservation 


officer and nothing had been reported on 
the missing pup's whereabouts. 


Hearing nothing by 4 p.m., I rode to 


where the shots could have possibly been 
fired and saw the conservation officer 


talking outside with the farmer. The 
conservationist approached me and said 
(while the farmer cowardly walked into 
the bams) that the farmer possibly saw 
my pup in pursuit of a deer and had every 
legal right to shoot the animal and to kill 
him. When the animal's body was re- 
turned to me, a violation ticket for 
running at large in the Catskill Forest 
Preserve (chasing a deer) was issued to 
me, too. 


Comments and Questions in my mind. 


1) Was one clean shot in the hind leg 
enough to kill the pup instantly or was he 
ruthlessly wounded and left in the field 
to suffer and die? 2) Could I have saved 
the pup's life if we had stopped when 
passing the farmer in our first attempts 
to find the pup? 3) It cost a mere S2.35 
to license our dog. What does this cost 
actually cover? Ignorance of the laws does 
not provide an alibi for anyone. It should 
be enforced through various means, such 
as on the application for obtaining 
licenses, a pamphlet handed back with 
the metal tags or with the verbal com- 
munication involved. There are also fines 
for people who fail to obtain these 
licenses. Where does that money go? 4) 
We were informed that there are no laws 
stating that a shot and wounded dog ever 
.have to be reported to the owner, or 
returned home. 


I feel that every law abiding person 


should be given the right to be informed 
that their dog is chasing wildlife and have 
a chance to correct the problem. It is 
brutal behavior on this man's part to 
generalize 
setters 
from previous ex- 


periences and losses of personal property. 
Will I ever be able to rest when my other 
dog is tied up, or when my dog and I am 
enjoying a walk through the beautiful 
countryside of Olivebridge, for fear that 
perhaps my dog might be shot right 
before my eyes for crossing the path of a 
hunter?

Shah of Iran Rules by Torture 


WASHINGTON — The Shah of Iran, as his contribution to the U.S. Bicentennial 


celebration, flew 150 celebrities to Iran for a week of partying. 


The Bicentennial visitors, ranging in glamor from actress Elizabeth Taylor to the 


Baroness Garnett Stackelberg, arrived aboard one of the Shah's 747 supersets. 


They were wined, dined and entertained in a splendor that rivaled the excesses of 


the Xerxes. By day, they were chauffeured to Iran's assorted ruins and festivals. By 
night, they drank champagne and watched belly dancers. 


None of the distinguished Americans were invited, of course, to see Iran's seamier 


side. But behind all the glitter, the Shah rules by torture and terror, which are the 
antithesis of the U.S. principles he pretends to honor. 


The language of Iran's constitution is as eloquent as the Declaration of Independ- 


ence. But it contains a grim Catch 22; a clause states that Iran's bill of rights is granted 
only in conformity with the Law. The Law has come to mean whatever the Shah 
determines it is, 


We have received documented complaints of the Shah's oppression. Under his 


tutelage, the SAVAK secret police have become increasingly harsh and cruel. The 
secret police answer only to the Shah who, in turn, has become more and more 
dependent upon them to keep him in power. 


For intelligence reports claim that his authoritarian rule and imperial airs are 


alienating his people, that he is dangerously isolated and aloof. 


The Bicentennial luxury tour almost coincided, ironically, with the completion of 


a study by two world-renowned lawyers. They are William Butler of the New York 
Bar Association's Human Rights Commission and Prof. Georges Levasseur of the 
University of Paris. Instead of taking an expenses-paid junket to the panoplies of 
Persepolis, they tried to find out about conditions in the Shah's prisons.Their study 
will be made public in a few days. 


There can be no doubt that torture has been systematically practiced over a number 


of years against recalcitrant suspects, Butler reports in his section of the study' 


He identifies the torturers as members of SAVAK, which is accountable to no one 


except the Shah and, therefore, has become a law unto itself. 


Butler's most sickening information came from a courageous Iranian poet, Reza 


Baraheni, who at great personal risk furnished a statement on his own observations 
in a SAVAK dungeon. He was beaten, whipped and exposed to the sounds of 
screaminging prisoners. 


From his own experiences and talks with other inmates, the poet described how 


prisoners were lashed to the top of an iron, double-deck bed, which was transformed 
into a human toaster' 


With the heat coming from a torch or a small heater, they burn your back in order 


to extract information, Baraheni confided' Sometimes the burning is extended to 
the spine, as a result of which paralysis is certain. 


There were also all sizes of whips hanging from nails on the walls. The electric 


batons stood on little stools. The nail-plucking instrument stood on (one) side. The 
gallows stood on the other side. 


The Iranian poet also described how they hang you upside down and then someone 


beats you with a mace on your legs or uses the electric baton on your chest or on 
your genitals. 


In other SAVAK torture rooms, which held Baraheni for 120 days, there are 
weightcuffs that break your shoulders in less than two hours of horrible 'torture. 
He also told of a pressure device which imposes pressure upon the skull to the extent 
that you either tell them what they want or let your bones break into pi eces. 


The horror is compounded by these additional, startling revelations; 
— For SAVAK victims, there is no judicial appeal. SAVAK officers actually have 
the power to act as 'military magistrates,' with the right to detain prisoners as long 
as they wish. 


— The SAVAK secret police, 200,000 strong, have been expertly trained by the 


Israeli Secret Service, the CIA and AID agents, reports the study. 


— The SAVAK doesn't restrict its'activities to Iran but allegedly operates in other 


lands, including the United States. Charges Butler: SAVAK operates throughout the 
world where Iranian students congregate and where Iran may have a national interest. 


— Levasseur, in milder terms, also denounces SAVAK's disdain for legal rights' It 


operates its own prison for interrogation of suspects and detainees, according to the 
study. 


Rather than tour ancient ruins and watch belly dancers, the visiting celebrities 


might have found it more instructive to tour a SAVAK prison. 


Footnote: The study finds improvements in Iran's women's rights, health, education 


and the economy. U.S' and Israeli spokesmen acknowledge that their governments 
train Iranians but deny teaching torture or other extra-legal practices. Iranian officials 
insist the study's charges of torture and terror are 
unfounded.

I speak for the great majority of the 


people of the Town of Shandaken, Ulster 
County, N.Y., as well as for myself. We 
are deeply distressed and concerned 
about the unjust telephone restrictions we 
must endure. We advised you about this 
problem some weeks ago when the Com- 
mission gave audience to our committee. 
At that time we presented you with our 
case-we presented a number of petitions 
with hundreds of valid signatures on 
them- however, to date you have taken no 
worthwhile action in our behalf. We have 
made contact with the New York Tele- 
phone Company several times about our 
problem but receive no real interest from 
them. We feel that neither you as a 
Commission or the Telephone Company 
really care very much. 


Our telephones are no luxury. They are 


a built-in necessity o f life. We must have 
them. However, the unjust area of toll- 
free calls in our Township is a millstone 
around our necks. Our Town is divided 
right down the middle by the Telephone 
Company. It takes a toll call to reach 


some of our neighbors. It seems to me that 
if the Public Service Commission is really 
interested in us, and concerned about the 
great injustice that we live under, you 
would make a personal investigation of 
our situation. Mr. Kahn, we are faced 
with constantly rising living costs, high 
taxes, etc., and our senior citizens and 
others forced to live on set incomes are 
being driven right to the wall at this time. 


We have no intention of giving up our 


fight for fair treatment. If we must we will 
carry this matter to the Governor's office, 
and if necessity demands, we will carry 
our situation to the State Legislature and 
endeavor to change our laws so that the 
Public Service Commission will be 
elected by the people rather than being 
appointed by the State. 


Please give this appeal your sympa- 


thetic evaluation. At the moment we have 
no other recourse, but we should not need 
any other. You have the authority to see 
that justice is done. 


Our prayer is that this letter will get by 


your front office and reach you person- 
ally.

Time Magazine's biannual essay on the vicissitudes of the Roman Catholic Church 


is launched with an epigraph attributed to an elderly woman parishioner of St. 
Thomas Aquinas Church, Ames, Iowa, "—I hope I die soon so that I can die a 
Catholic." The lady expresses the misgivings of many Catholics, here and abroad, 
though the statement of her frustration is philosophically perplexing. Rather like the 
story of the man whose doctor informs him that he has terminal cancer, and asks 
what he proposes to do. The patient reflects for a moment, and then says he will join 
the Communist Party. "Better one of them should go than one of us." 


The travail of the Catholic Church is of continuing interest to non-Catholics, for 


reasons analogus to the curiosity Republicans feel about Democratic sentiment, in 
the historical knowledge that their own platform of a few years hence is being written. 
As Catholicism is, so to speak, Protestantized, so is Protestantism. If you find 
Catholics wondering out loud about the doctrine of the Trinity, you will find more 
Protestants like the famous Unitarian who believes in "at most one God." At the same 
time, you find a growing hunger for the formal stuff of Christianity. That formal stuff 
is really quite simply stated in the Apostle's Creed, or whatever they decided to rename 
it at Vatican n when on a rainy afternoon they ran out of more subversive ideas. It 
is of course the notion of the Incarnation—that's about it; all the rest is derivative, 
and interpretive. 


Much has been written about the Christianity of Jimmy Carter. Everything evil 


is being imputed to his Christian belief, short only of the allegation that he is a secret 
Catholic. Ten years ago, they'd have been saying that about him. But nowadays to 
be a secret Catholic is no more arresting politically than to be a non-secret Catholic. 
People do not seem to care, because Catholicism has lost so much Oi -ti distinctive 
flavor. "The Catholic Church of today," Clare Boothe Luce says, resignea.'y, "isn't 
the same church I joined." That is certainly true, and as its moorings weaken, so, 
pari passu, do the dogmatical moorings weaken of the coordinate Christian religions. 
Again, with the exception of fundamentalist Christianity, which it is widely assumed 
is what Jimmy Carter subscribes to. 


What are the implications of that faith? For a President of the United States? It

is very difficult to say. Consider the most pressing question a President might need 
to answer: whether to use nuclear force to defend the independence of the United 
States. How would a Christian answer t hat one differently from a non-Christian? 
Well, we all know that there are Christian pacifists. But there are also non-Christian 
pacifists. 


Speaking for what was in those days a fairly dutiful flock, Pope Pius XII said that 


some things were of "such great value" —for instance, the freedom to worship— that 
they could be defended "at any cost." That was interpreted as a papal blessing on 
the use of the atomic bomb under certain circumstances. It is not recorded that the 
Pope's sanction affected in any way American policy on the use of the bomb. 


Suppose that the Soviet Union succeeded with a firststrike against our counterforce 


weaponry, leaving us merely with nuclear submarines which could petulantly dump 
on the Soviet Union killing off 50 million Russians, but leaving us then exposed to 
a retaliatory strike against our population centers? 


Is there a distinctively Christian response? Or is it unfair to construct the deductions 


after positing a successful first-strike by the Soviet U nion? Would the Soviet Union 
risk a first strike if they knew the American president would instantly put his 
submarines into action? Is it possible for a President a) to convince the Russians that 
that was exactly what he intended to do; while b) secretly committing himself not 
to initiate mutual slaughter, if it came right down to it? 


Is there a shaft of Christian reason that illuminates the problem? Is it explicable 


in the vocabulary of the fundamentalist Christianity, or, for that matter of Jesuitical 
casuistry? 


What does it mean to be a Christian is easier to answer, and Christ, the authority 


on the matter, did so repeatedly, usually in the form of a parable. But there are no 
parables that quite fit the apocalyptic responsibilities of a President. With the 
important single exception that the life we lead here on earth is not the final experience 
of the human being. Though on this much everyone would gratefully agree, that it 
is certainly our last political experience.

They were win ed, din ed an d en tertain ed in a sp len do r that riv aled the ex cesses o f 
the Xerx es. By day , they were chau ffeu red to Iran 's asso rted ru in s an d festiv als. By - 
n ig ht, they dran k champ ag n e an d watched b elly dan cers. 
No n e o f the distin g u ished American s were in v ited, o f co u rse, to see Iran ’s seamier 
side Bu t b ehin d all the g litter, the Shah ru les b y to rtu re an d terro r, which are the 
an tithesis o f the U.S. p rin cip les he p reten ds to ho n o r. 
The lan g u ag e o f Iran 's co n stitu tio n is as elo q u en t as the Declaratio n o f In dep en d­ 
en ce. Bu t it co n tain s a g rim Catch 22; a clau se states that Iran 's b ill o f rig hts is g ran ted 
o n ly 
in co n fo rmity with the Law. The Law has co me to mean whatev er the Shah 
determin es it is. 
We hav e receiv ed do cu men ted co mp lain ts o f the Shah's o p p ressio n . Un der his 
tu telag e, the SAVAK secret p o lice hav e b eco me in creasin g ly harsh an d cru el. The 
secret p o lice an swer o n ly to the Shah who , in tu rn , has b eco me mo re an d mo re 
dep en den t u p o n them to keep him in p o wer. 
Fo r in tellig en ce rep o rts claim that his au tho ritarian ru le an d imp erial airs are 
alien atin g his p eo p le, that he is dan g ero u sly iso lated an d alo o f.

The trav ail o f the Catho lic Chu rch is o f co n tin u in g in terest to n o n -Catho lics, fo r 
reaso n s an alo g u s to the cu rio sity Rep u b lican s feel ab o u t Demo cratic sen timen t, in 
the histo rical kn o wledg e that their o wn p latfo rm o f a few y ears hen ce is b ein g written .

Seniority Modification? 


WASHINGTON (KFS) - In 


this period of economic uncer- 
tainty, the greatest threat to 
the progress toward equal em- 
ployment made by blacks and 
women has become the inflex- 
ible seniority system under 
which the last to be hired is 
automatically the first to be 
fired. 


The seniority system, 


beloved of the unions, has re- 
sulted in disproportionate 
hardship for female and black 
male workers in industnes and 
professions where recessionan, 
and inflationary pressures 
have produced extensive 
layoffs. This situation has 
prompted a number of la« 
suits, several of which are 
finally reaching the Supreme 
Court. 


In a significant ruling last 


week, the high bench in- 
dicated that the use of senior- 
ity as the sole criteria for de- 
termining job benefits may be 
an illegal extension of original 
illegal discrimination, even 
though the system may appear 
neutral on its face. MOVING 
GINGERLY 


The Supreme Court seldom 


comes right out and makes a 
sweeping declaration of social 
policy that is easy for everyone 
not versed in the obtuse ways 
of the law to understand. Typ- 
ically, its new ruling did not 
make it absolutely clear that 
seniority systems which per- 
petuate discrimination that 
occurred after the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act are illegal. But it 
suggested gingerly that, based 
on the facts of each case, such 
a system might be. 


The court vacated a lower 


court's ruling that a "bona- 
fide" seniority system was im- 
mune from the Civil Rights 
Act in a case brought by the 
Equal Employment Op-

portunities Commission 
against Jersey Central Power 
and Light Co. The case was 
sent back to the lower court for 
further consideration in light 
of another Supreme Court rul- 
ing earlier this year ir> a hiring 
rather than a layoff case: That 
earlier decision, Franks v. 
Bowman, held that a black 
illegally denied employment 
should be given credit toward 
seniority retroactively from 
the time he was discriminated 
against rather than counting 
his time only from the moment 
he was actually hired. 


The high court indicated 


that it did not favor mod- 
ification of seniority systems 
which had an unfair impact on 
minorities due to dis- 
criminatory hiring 
practices 


before the 1964 act made such 
practices illegal. It declined to 
review several cases upholding 
such seniority plans. 


But the court agreed to re- 


Mew two more cases next year 
involving seniority plans that 
cam 
forward the effects of 


unlawful post-act discrimina- 
tion. SENSITIVE PROBLEM 


The seniority problem has 


been a sensitive one for the 
court, because white males 
with a long time on the job 
have felt unjustly threatened 
by those with less service and 
have argued that as indi 
viduals they were not respon- 
sible for the original dis- 
crimination and therefore 
should not be the ones to suffer 
for it. Seniority as a means of 
establishing rights and 
priorities among workers is the 
traditional key to individual 
economic security, and such 
provisions may be found in 
over 90 per cent of all collec- 
tive bargaining agreements. 


But Congress, having out- 


lawed discrimination in em- 
ployment, did not intend that 
an equal opportunity to get a 
job should not include an 
equal opportunity' to hold on to 
it. Seniority preferences are 
not vested ri^nts. They are 
merely expectations resulting 
from contractual agreements. 
Blacks and women are seeking 
a reconciliation of the rights of 
equal employment and senior- 
ity, not abandonment of one 
for the other. 


Public policy clearly com- 


pels enforcement of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, in all its 
aspects. The best solution 
would seem to be modification 
of all seniority systems so that 
future layoffs may be appor- 
tioned among white and b lack 
males and among females on 
the basis of the proportion of 
each group in the workforce or 
some similar adjustment so 
that the burden of economic 
retrenchment falls equally on 
all. 


The Supreme Court, in its 


cautious fashion, seems to be 
inching in that direction. 


Ethnic Purity in Gastric Zone 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Few political is- 


sues have touched such a sensitive nerve as 
Jimmy Carter's remark about neighborhood 
"ethnic purity." was good reason for the flap, 
apart from any racial overtones it might have 
had, or that might have been read into it. When 
a presidential candidate goes into an ethnic 
neighborhood, protocol requires that he sample 
a bit of ethnic food. Although this little ritual 
might appear to be nothing more than cam- 
paign trivia, it actually is an acid test — often 
followed by acid indigestion. Much depends on 
how well the candidates brings it off. One 
swallow may not a summer make, but a swallow 
can make or break a political career. Bear in 
mind that the mastication is being witnessed by 
influential neighborhood leaders, and recorded 
by press and television photographers. If the 
candidate gags, burps or turns green, it can cost 
him the votes of the entire block, and possibly 
the entire bloc. But if he manages to ingest with 
gusto, rolling eyes, smacking lips and patting 
tummy even though his taste buds are cringing, 
strong support for his candidacy is assured. 
Give us some examples, you say? Gladly. If is 
generally acknowledged that Nelson Rockefeller 
was elected governor of New York on the 
strength of his zestful relishment of bagles and 
blintzes while campaigning in Jewish neighbor- 
hoods. President Ford, on the other hand, 


recently blew it. Badly. While on a campaign 
trip to Texas, Ford was handed a hot tamale, 
which he started to consume without first 
removing the shuck. Almost overnight, Ronald 
Reagan's chances in the recent Texas primary 
bright- ened considerably. You can bet that 
lesson-was not lost on the other candidates. 
Several campaign managers, I understand, 
have prepared "do and don't" ethnic food 
manuals for the guidance of their tigers. The 
manuals list items that should be eaten as is, 
and those that should be shucked, husked, 
shelled, pared or otherwise unsheathed. If, for 
example, Ford now makes a campaign trip 
down south and someone hands him a slice of 
watermelon, he will know better than to eat the 
rind. ("It's the green and white part.") Con- 
trarywise, should someone hand him a piece of 
southern fried chicken, he won't try to peel off 
the batter. Now back to ethnic purity. Carter 
used that term in opposing governmental in- 
trusion to change the ethnic character of neigh- 
borhoods. Let us imagine for a moment what 
would happen if the government did intervene 
for that purpose. Government intrusion would 
mean that if you visited an Italian neighbor- 
hood and ordered a pizza with everything, it 
would come topped with matzoh balls, egg rolls, 
enchiladas and hominy grits. I'd like to see a 
presidential candidate try to peel one of those.

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LONDON (UPI) - Texan 


Anne Armstrong, America's 
tint 
woman ambassador in 


London, laughs a hearty Texas 
laugh when Britons refer to her 
as "Annie Oakley at the Court 
of St. James." 


"It doesn't bother me at all, 


as long as people regard me as 
a serious ambassador," she 
said in an interview in her U.S. 
Embassy office 
overlooking 


leafy Grosvenor Square. 


She said her rancher hus- 


band Tobin, who accompanied 
her to London, doesn't have 
any hangups either about 
being dubbea "the Gary Coop- 
er of Grosvenor Square." 


"We'd hoped for a younger 


model, maybe Robert Red- 
ford," she said with a laugh. 
"But he doesn't mind these 


things. That's pait of it." 


Mrs. Armstrong, 49, a 


former Republican commit- 
teewoman and one-time mem- 
ber of Richard M. Ninon's cab- 
inet, says she expects Presi- 
dent Ford to win both the 
Republican nomination and 
November election. 


"Obviously, I've got a bias," 


she said. "I don't like support- 
ing losers. But I think Ford isk 
a winner." 


Mrs. Armstrong said she is 


puzzled by Ford's poor show- 
ing in the Texas primary. 


"What I think it comes down 


to," she said,"is a great surge 
of anti-Washington feeling. I 
think Ford has to make it clear 
that" a lot of things his own 
people are blaming him for 
and the Democrats are blam- 


ing him for are faults of Con- 
gress." 


Mrs. Armstrong, born Anne 


Legendre in New Orleans, La., 
has made her home for more 
- than 20 years on the 50,000- 
acre 
Armstrong 
ranch 
at 


Armstrong, Tex., where her 
husband raises 4,000 head of 
cattle. She is the mother of 
five children. 


Since she arrived here 


March 3 she has kept up a 
blistering pace, which often 
has left her staff in a frazzle. 


She has met Queen Eliz- 


abeth, Prince Charles, Prime 
Minister James Callaghan, 
former prime ministers Sir 
Harold Wilson and Edward 
Heath, Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Crosland, Conservative 
opposition leader 
Margaret 


Thatcher and other British 
public figures. 


She has made official trips 


to Wales, Northern Ireland 
and NATO headquarters in 
Belgium and plans one to 
Scotland in early June. 


She has made a score or 


more of public speeches, 


She's happy about the way 


she has been treated. 


"Maybe some people were 


disappointed I didn't burst 
into town in a fringed leather 
jacket or with Tobin bran- 
dishing a branding iron," she 
said laughing. 


"I think the British have a 


pretty good sense of humor 
and, you know, the 'Annie 
Oakley at the Court of St. 
James' thing — that kind of 
thing has never bothered me." 


As America's first woman 


ambassador in London, Mrs. 
Armstrong controls a staff of 
more than 750. 


She is the United States' 


53rd envoy to London since 
1785. 


Among her predecessors 


were former Presidents John 
Adams, James Monroe, John 
Quincy Adams, Martin Van 
Buren and James Buchanan. 
Others were Robert Todd Lin- 
coln, son of Abraham Lincoln, 
and Joseph P. Kennedy, father 
of President John F. Kennedy. 


Does she have any ambitions 


to follow them? 


"I've no plans to run for 


elective office in the near 
future," 
she said. 
"Quite 


frankly, my husband doesn't 
like the idea." 


But she thinks women will 


reach the top in American pol- 
itics in a few years. 


"I think it's a certainty," she 


said. "I'm not sure when. But 
I'd not be surprised to see a 
woman vice presidential can- 
didate in 1980 and a woman 
president in our lifetime." 


Mrs. Armstrong is frank 


about the high cost of being 
U.S. ambassador in London. 


Her salary ia $44,600. She 


also has a representation al- 
lowance of $15,000 a year. 


But millionaire Walter An- 


nenberg, a former ambassador, 
said it cost him about $200,000 
a year out of his own pocket 
"though, if you cut comers it 
could be done for $110,000." 


'"We aren't millionaires, 


though we are well off, " Mrs. 


Armstrong said. "We'll see 
how the crunch comes later. 
But we'd pretty well figured 
out what it was likely to be. 
We knew certainly we weren't 
going to come out ahead. But 
the amount we would come out 
behind we felt we could af- 
ford." 


Mrs. Armstrong said one 


"huge advantage" she enjoys 
is the estimated 51 million 
Annenberg spent on what he 
once described as "re- 
furbishing" Winfield House, 
the ambassador's palatial resi- 
dence in London's Regents 
Park, built by Woolworth 
heiress Barbara Hutton in the 
1930s and given by her to the 
U.S. government after World 
War H. 


When the Annenbergs left 


London, they shipped back 
home their personal collection 
of French Impressionist paint- 
ings. 


"But I've got • a fantastic 


collection of American paint- 
ings coming — which is just 
right for a Bicentennial year — 
loaned by various museums 
and friends," Mrs. Armstrong 
said. "The Annenbergs left 
some beautiful Chinese 
wallpaper. I'm just going to 
put one good American garden 
scene over the mantel and 
leave the rest to that beautiful 
wallpaper."

What are Mrs Armstrong's 


feelings about Nixon today? 


"I never did get close to 


him," she said. "He didn't 
work in that way. But I did 
support him and I believed 
him until the June 23 Water- 
gate tape. I guess you could 
say that was overly naive. But 
it was a personal shock." 


Mrs. 
Armstrong was im- 


pressed by Queen Elizabeth. 


"She 
does her homework, 


and obviously she had taken 
the trouble to read my bio- 
graphy and knew what I was 
interested in. I call that a good 
monarch She also was com- 
pletely serious with me There 
was nc small female chitchat 
or family chitchat and no talk 
of family until my husband 
was invited into the room. I 
thought that, too, was quite 
correct of her." 


"She'd done her homework 


on him too/' she said. "She 
knew our kids were coming 
over. She also knew about our 
ranching. I've got to study up 
on race horses, which she likes. 
I guess I'm better on cow 
ponies."

pected to bring between 54,000 
and 
56,000. Other

Rothschild vintages were val- 
ued at up to $3,000 a bottle. 


Even at those prices. 


Heublem expert Alexander C. 
McN'alK said, many buyers 
eventually would open and en- 
joy their prizes. 


"I've often heard it said, 


leave your money to your 
heirs, but drink your wine 
yourself," he said. "Drinking 
a rare wine is an experience. It 
is unique and personal." 


Some of the bidders sampled 


a variety of the wines at a 
tasting party where more than 
100 bottles of moderately 
priced vintages were opened. 


They also tried several bot- 


tles of more expensive varie- 
ties — such as Chateau Mon- 
trose 1896, Heyer Madeira 
1815 and Beaulieu Vinyard 
Cabernet believed to have 
been bottled about 1916. 


A Dottle of Chateau Lafite- 


Rothschild 1908, valued at up 
to $125 a bottle,' drew raves. 


"It's labulous," said restau- 


rant owner Justine Smith of 
Memphis, Tenn. "The color is 
the best I've ever seen."

t Sothebys, they remember 


Ate Saudi Arabian jeweler who 
spent $1.1 million for a pink 
24-carat diamond. 


A new class of wealthy 


buyers — including oil sheikhs 
— has turned Switzerland into 
the world center for jewelry 
sales, reaping a fortune for 
international auction houses 


such as Christie's, Sothebys 
and Phillips. 


The auction 
houses say 


buyers once were mostly in- 
vestors, but now are people 
who buy jewels to keep and to 
wear. 


"A lot of people fall in love 


with objects, chase 
them 


around the world, and are will- 
ing to pay any price for their 
esthetic value," said Ceza von 
Habsburg, director of 
Christie's in Geneva. 


The Geneva private collector 


who bought the pair of silver 
soup bowls for $720,000 was 
"mad about them," he said. 


The most expensive jewels 


auctioned' at Christie's are 
bought to be worn, he said. 
Women try them on at sales 
and bid anything to get them. 


"People who live in the Ku- 


_ ropean jet set like to ahow off 


their jewels," von Habsburg 
' said. "A woman of this society 
wouldn't want anyone to think 
that she is wearing fakes." 


"I am totally against invest- 


ing in works of art and jewelry 
an such," he added. "It is not 
'eally a hedge against infla- 
tion. The demand for certain 
objects may go down so that 
they may lose rather gain in 
value. If you buy an object for 


its esthetic value, you can nev- 
er be disappointed." 


Top quality is always an 


investment, however, experts 
gay. Jewels especially always 
increase in value because of 
the limited amount available. 


"Colored stones, like emer- 


alds, now gain from five to 10 
per cent in value annually," 
said George Wille, head of 
Sothebys in Zurich. 


"The recession is certainly 


one reason why people are 
buying more jewels," said 
John Nuttall, director of Phil- 
lips in Geneva. "Because of 
currency fluctuations, jewels 
are becoming safe 
invest- 


ments."

A Life-Saver at Only $10 


DALLAS (UPI) — In half a day, Fred Cuny and his friends 


can build a comfortable single-family dwelling that is safe from 
hurricane winds and floods of up to five feet. 


And a $10 bill will cover the cost of construction. 
Cuny is executive director of a Texas-based firm called 


Intertect, an acronym for International Architects His clients 
are the world's homeless: persons displaced because of famine, 
floods, earthquakes and war. 


What Intertect does in part is design and construct refugee 


camps. Its work has taken Cuny from Bangladesh following the 
1971 Indian-Pakistani war to earthquake-ravaged Guatemala 
this year. 


"To an outsider, it might appear like we're making profit 


from disasters," Cuny said, "that's wrong, of course. We_are 
a private enterprise working hand-in-hand with relief organiza- 
tions providing a complete package of services they are not 
equipped to supply." 


Intertect'e $10, bamboo-and-reed home will never make the 


front cover of Better Homes and Gardens, but to shelterless 
refugees it can be a life-saver. 


Intertect produced the home in conjunction with Pittsburgh's 


Carnegie-Mellon University Total investment in research, 
materials, training and testing a full-scale model in Guatemala 
was $7,500. 


Last year the dwelling was selected to represent the United 


States in a UNESCO-sponsored competition on relief housing. 
About 240 nations had entries and Intertect won one of the 
three major categories for refugee housing. 


The house follows the basic A-frame design, employing thick 


bamboo members laced together in a "tension-compression 
relationship." 


"When the wind hits, one member becomes tense and the 


other compresses," Cuny said. "This combination transfers the 
force of the wind into the ground and keeps the bv'ding firmly 
planted into its foundation." 


To cope with tropical monsoons, the first floor is located five 


feet above the ground. A special type of plastic cement mixes 
with the mud to protect and preserve the bamboo. 


Intertect's latest challenge is .the design of homes in the 


Guatemalan highlands that can resist earthquakes and to teach 
the natives how to build them quickly and economically. 


"We're working with OXFAM (the British equivalent of 


CARE) and World Neighbors getting people to build a quake 
resistent core shelter, of course using the local materials at 
hand — adobe," Cuny said. 


"After an earthquake, the people will rebuild what they 


consider just a temporary structure, but whatever they rebuild 
usually becomes permanent. They add on to it, they build on 
top of it, and as the years go by, it becomes weaker and 
weaker." 


"They should realize that the core structure will be per- 


manent, should be permanent. We want to affect the whole way 
their homes are being built without actually altering their basic 
form, their own architecture." 


The biggest problem, Cuny said, is convincing the people 


that the new way is the better way. 


' The 52-story VAB, visible" 
for miles over the Florida flat- 
lands at the nation's space- 
port, is the focal point of 
"Third Century America," the 
Bicentennial 
Exposition on 


Science and Technology and 
the only government-spon- 
sored exposition of the Bicen- 
tennial year. 


Fifteen geodesic domes are 


scattered at the foot of the 
VAB, which has been deco- 
rated with the giant flag, 
which measures 209 by 110 
feet, and a 110-foot symbol of 
the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration. 


The domes house exhibits by 


16 federal agencies, 10 U.S. 
industrial firms and several 
colleges and universities which 
give visitors a glimpse into 
what the future holds for 
America. 


"It is not a fantasyland," 


says Miles Ross, deputy direc- 
tor of the Kennedy Space Cen- 
ter and general manager of the 
exposition. 


"It is a very practical look at 


what life is going to be like 
tomorrow, as opposed to a 
Buck Rogers' 'Here's what it 
could be like'." 


And, Rosa is quick to point 


out, the exposition "is not a 
dull science display — it is an 
alive, exciting place to be. 


"We want people to have a 


good time," 


The exposition runs from to- 


day through Sept. 7 and Ross 
says an estimated 800,000 to 


1.2 million visitors are ex- 
pected. 


Visitors can enter firing 


rooms in the Launch Control 
Center, a building adjacent to 
the VAB, for a multimedia 
report on present and future 
NASA projects and a sim- 
ulated Apollo-Saturn 5 
launch. 


Exhibits in the VAB, por- 


tions of which are even now 
being readied for the Space 
Shuttle program, include a 
"Spaceport of Fun," where vis- 
itors can fiddle with space 
hardware and hop behind the 
controls of a lunar rover. 


"It's a real 'hands-on' ex- 


perience," says Ross. "This is 
the first time we've been able 
to make the inside of the VAB 
open to the public." 


Although the exposition was 


announced last August, it was 
early this year before NASA 
officials could get to work on 
it, with a $3 million grant 
requested by President Ford 
from the Department of 
Commerce's Economic De- 
velopment Administration. 


NASA put up an advance of 


5500,000 and concession ser- 
vices added another advance 
of $800,000. 


"Some of the professional 


people who do this sort of thing 
for a living told us we'd never 
make it," Ross said. "We were 
told there was not enough time 
and not enough money." 


But, he said, NASA and its 


contractors are used to work- 


ing on schedule and with a 
budget. 


It took some of the same 


people and tight scheduling 
that made the Apollo program 
a success to get the job done, 
Ross said. NASA also got help- 
ful advice from officials at 
Walt Disney World. 


An intricate master sched- 


ule, detailing week-by-week 
goals for each exhibit, was 
drawn up and followed. A 
breakdown schedule plotted 
the day-by-day action needed 
to complete the exposition. 


"We did just what we do for 


a launch," Ross said. 


When the exposition ends in 


September, the leased 
geodesic domes will come 
down but some of the space 
exhibits will remain in opera- 
tion for the guided bus tours of 
Kennedy Space Center and 
adjacent Cape Canaveral Air 
Force Station. 


The bus tours will continue 


to be operated during the ex- 
position. 


Some of the government 


agencies and companies will 
continue to show their exhibits 
at other sites after September 


But the exposition as a 


whole has to stop after Labor 
Day because the area 
is 


needed for the space shuttle 
program. 


Admission to the exposition 


is S3 for adults, $2 for children 
12-18 and $1 for children 3-11. 
Its gates are open from 10 a.m. 
to 7 p.m.

Cu ny is ex ecu tiv e directo r o f a Tex as-b ased firm called 
Intertect. an acro ny m fo r Internatio nal Architects His clients 
are the wo rld's ho meless: p erso ns disp laced b ecau se o f famine, 
flo o ds, earthq u akes and war. 
What Intertect do es in p art is design and co nstru ct refu gee 
camp s. Its wo rk has taken Cu ny fro m Bangladesh fo llo wing the 
19 71 Indian-Pakistani war to earthq u ake-rav aged Gu atamala 
this y ear. 
"To an o u tsider, it might ap p ear like we're making p ro fit 
fro m disasters," Cu ny said, "that’s wro ng, o f co u rse. We are 
a p riv ate enterp rise wo rking hand-in-hand with relief o rganiza­ 
tio ns p ro v iding a co mp lete p ackage o f serv ices they are no t 
eq u ip p ed to su p p ly ." 
Intertect’s $10, b amb o o -and-reed ho me will nev er make the 
fro nt co v er o f Better Ho mes and Gardens, b u t to shelterless 
refu gees it can b e a life-sav er. 
Intertect p ro du ced the ho me in co nju nctio n with Pittsb u rgh’s 
CamFgie-Mello n Univ ersity . To tal inv estment in research, 
materials, training and testing a fu ll-scale mo del in Gu atamala 
was $7,5 00. 
Last y ear the dwelling was selected to rep resent the United 
States in a UNESCO-sp o nso red co mp etitio n o n relief ho u sing. 
Ab o u t 24 0 natio ns had entries and Intertect wo n o ne o f the 
three majo r catego ries fo r refu gee ho u sing. 


The ho u se fo llo ws the b asic A-frame design, emp lo y ing thick 
b amb o o memb ers laced to gether in a "tensio n-co mp ressio n 
relatio nship .” 
"When the wind hits, o ne memb er b eco mes tense and the 
o ther co mp resses." Cu ny said. "This co mb inatio n transfers the 
fo rce o f the wind into the gro u nd and keep s the b u ilding firmly 
p lanted into its fo u ndatio n.” 
To co p e with tro p ical mo nso o ns, the first flo o r is lo cated fiv e 
feet ab o v e the gro u nd. A sp ecial ty p e o f p lastic cement mix es 
with the mu d to p ro tect and p reserv e the b amb o o . 
Intellect's latest challenge is the design o f ho mes in the 
Gu atamalan highlands that can resist earthq u akes and to teach 
the nativ es ho w to b u ild them q u ickly and eco no mically . 
"W e’re wo rking with OXFAM (the British eq u iv alent o f 
CARE) and Wo rld Neighb o rs getting p eo p le to b u ild a q u ake 
résistent co re shelter, o f co u rse u sing the lo cal materials at 
hand — ado b e,” Cu ny said. 
"After an earthq u ake, the p eo p le will reb u ild what they 
co nsider ju st a temp o rary stru ctu re, b u t whatev er they reb u ild 
u su ally b eco mes p ermanent.

After a Shootout at Ramapo, 
N.Y., police Sgt. Duane 
Whitaker, went home • to hia 
anxious wife and pulled 20 
spent bullet casings from his 
pocket. 


"Those were all aimed at 


me," he told her. 


"Isn't he a sensitive (ex- 


pletive) " sighs his wife, Lois, 
at a rap session intended to 
help rookie cops and their 
wives hold their marriages to- 


. gether. 


Police, whose chances of 


being killed on the job are 10 
timeF as great as most other 
occupations, also have a 60 to 
85 per cent divorce rate, the 
highest of any profession. 


"It's the stress that the job 


puts on men," said Whitaker, 
a 
15-year 
veteran of the 


Ramapo town police force. 


But Duane and Lois have 


been happily married for 18 
years. That makes .them an 
unusual police couple, as na- 
tional averages go. 


"We just like each other," 


said Lois, a redhaired woman 
with a winning smile. Lois 
decided to put the smile, her 
husband, and herself to work, 
sharing the secret of their 
marital success with young 
cops and their wives. 


Since 1968, the Whitakers 


have led regular rap sessions 
with rookie couples who face 
the question of how to make a 
marriage work — in spite of a 
career in law enforcement. 


The most recent program 


was sponsored last week in this 
quiet Rockland County com- 
munity 
b> 
the 
New York 


Criminal Justice Bureau for 
municipal police, the Rock- 
land Mental Health Associa- 
tion and neighboring police 
departments. 


The session brought nine 


couples together, including the 
Whitakers. 


At 9 a.m., they trooped into 


a sterile-looking room in the 
Pomona Fire Training Center. 
The wives were strangers when 
they entered Some of the hus- 
bands worked together. 


But after eight hours of cons- 


tant conversation, finding out 
that their marital problems 
were similar, the couples de- 
parted friends. They made 
dates to have coffee together, 


to talk about the loneliness oi 
being a "Mrs. Cop," about the 
fears, the gnawing feeling. 


"It just killh me," said Anna, 


whose husband Jose joined the 
Orange, N.Y., police force a 
year ago, Anna, who is preg- 
nant with their first child, 
touched her stomach lightly 
and said, "If Jose doesn't walk 
in that door within an hour 
after his shift is over, I begin 
t i g h t 
away 
to think, 


something's happened." 


"She worries all the time," 


said Jose, a brawny 6-foot-3 
Puerto Rican. "I know how to 
take care of myself." 


That drew a response from 


Lois Whitaker, who knows 
what it's like. 


"But it's not the same when 


you're sitting there at home, 
alone, not knowing what's 
happened to your husband. 


"Right after Duane joined 


the force, there was a Shootout 
in town. Ramapo is a small 
town, and everyone knew there 
was something happening. 


"Duane was in charge of the 


squad that responded to the 
call, and I knew he was in 
danger. But I also knew there 
was nothing I could do for him. 
It doesn't make you feel very 
good." 


"I broke the news real gently 


to her," said Duane. "I walked 
in the house that night, told 
her to hold out her hands, and 
I dumped out about 20 bullet 
casings. I told her, 'Those were 
all aimed at me.'" 


The strain, of course, is just 


as great on the men. 


"You've got to do something 


to unwind.," said Bob Meyer, 
a sergeant on the Orange de- 
partment. "And if you're work- 
ing the 4 p.m, to midnight 
shift, the natural thing is to go 
have a few beers with the 
boys." 


"Well, he better not do 


that," said Ginny, a striking 
brunette whose husband of 
five months, Rocky, recently 
joined the South Nyack, N.Y., 
police force. 


Rocky sat quietly as Ginny 


nodded in his direction. "If he 
wants to go out and drink, he 
can take me with him." 


Duane, who's heard it all 


before, shook his head. 


"Honey, what you've got to 


understand is that cops are the 


<* 


tightest-knit fraternity on 
earth. Your husband can love 
you all he wants, but now and 
then he's gotta talk to hia 
buddies." 


Ginny doesn't like that an- 


swer. "What if your wife was 
always out with her friends, 
drinking in some bar?," she 
asks. 


"I'd throw her out." 
"So, why should you be al- 


lowed to do it?" 


'Touever been sho_t at^ 


lady?" Whitaker asks. "That's 
the difference." 


Dan 
Canry, 
a marriage 


counselor from the Rockland 
County Mental Health Socie- 
ty, sat in the room as the 
couples talked. He has volun- 
teered his time and expertise 
for previous "Police Wives in 
Training" sessions, and has an 
answer that appeases Ginny. 


"The stress from doing a 


dangerous job, day in day out, • 


can be terrible on policemen. 
They find they often must get 
away from the pressures, and 
they find in their fellow po- 
licemen sympathetic partners 
who also want to talk, drink, 
relax," he says. 


"But often this excludes the 


wife from her role of compa- 
nion, and she understandably 
reacts badly to it. It can be the 
beginning of the breakup of a 
marriage. 


"What we're hoping to do 


here is to explain these dan- 
gers to young wives, and to 
their husbands. They have a 
right to know what peculiar 
circumstances they face. We 
don't tell them how to deal 
with it, though. That's up to 
each couple." 


Cathy, whose husband, Joe," 


is a new cop in Nyack, says 
she's already learned to cope 
with the fears that she'll be a 
widow. 


"Why sit there and torture 


yourself? If, and when, the 
time comes that someone tells 
me something happened to 
Joe, I'll fall to pieces. But I'm 
not going to rehearse for that 
day." 


There is another problem as

"Being a cop isn't just a job, 


it's a life," said Brian, an 
Orange officer.

Do Dogs Have ESP? 


STAUNTON, Va. (UPI) — Sitting in her kitchen, without 


making a movement or sound, Sylvia Fisher commands her 
sleeping dog to come to her. Trooper, a Labrador Retriever, gets 
up from his bathtub bed, walks into the room and sits at her 
side.- 


"I do it through extrasensory perception — ESP," says Mrs 


Fisher, a dog breeder and trainer who for two years has studied 
"anspi" — ESP traits in animals. 


"I'm convinced dogs have ESP," said Mrs. Fisher, who 


recently began receiving national attention for hundreds of 
tests she has conducted on Trooper and other dogs. "There's 
no doubt in my mind." 


Many researchers were convinced by tests made in the early 


1930s that humans have ESP, the ability to perceive things 
beyond the use of the five senses of touch, smell, sight, hearing 
and taate. 


Mrs. Fisher conducts her tests independently, but with the 


guidance of ESP researchers at the Institute of Parapsychology 
at Durham, N.C. as well as at nearby Blue Ridge Community 
College. 


James Davis, one of the Durham researchers, said her studies 


have not been conclusive. "She has gathered some empirical 
data that has some interests. It might represent a good 
beginning " 


Davis said humans with ESP might be predicting the actions 


of dogs, leading to a possibly incorrect conclusion they have 
ESP. "Nothing I've come across proved they don't, but nothing 
has proved they do although things are pointing in that 
direction." 


"A skeptic, a good one, could find some possible explanation 


for everything," responds Mrs. Fisher. "I don't have any high 
glossy ideas to prove something. I'm already convinced, but 
what 1 want to know is what causes it. 


"I'm also interested in the possibility of training dogs through 


ESP."

Maltbie, a 24-year-old California^ who

in joy. 


"That round showed very evidently how 


tough this course is," said Maltbie. "! 
made a couple of mistakes and it was 
bogey, bogey, bogey. 


"I think in the long run those three bad 


holes may be good for me. When you 
think you are better than the golf course 
it can kill you. It's such a humbling 
course, I am happy to be where I am. I 
may shoot an 87 tomorrow, but I doubt 
it." 


Funseth said he made a "lot of bad 


shots," but "then I made some birdies 
and the one eagle to make up for it." 


Funseth said he was hitting the bail 


better than he had the first two days, but 
his driver was giving him trouble. 


Several players made runs at the lead-

Muirfield course, including its designer 
and owner, Jack Nicklaus. 


Nicklaus, who started the day five shot* 


off the pace, had a front nine 34 and 
birdied the llth to go three under.

He had a 73 
for the day and was at three-over-par 219.

Judy Rankin, the leading moneywinner 


on this year's LPGA tour and a winner of 
three tournaments, slipped into second 
place with a threeunder-par 70 for a 217 
total. 


"On 18, I was lucky to make par," 


Burfeindt said. "It was raining so hard by 
the time we got there the club came out 
of my hand on one shot. And the green 
was unplayable." 


Burfeindt was in the next-to-last group 


and teed off just about when the rain 
began falling around noontime. It began 
falling harder through the cold, windy, 


dark afternoon but play never had to be 
held up. 


"Under these conditions you just have 


to bear down and accept the fact that it 
is wet," said Burfeindt, whose best finish 
in 11 starts this year was a second place 
at the rich Winner's Circle tournament. 


There was a four-way tie for third place 


at 218, one under, headed by Jan Ste- 
phenson, who's just behind leader Rankin 
and ahead of No. 3 Burfeindt on this 
year's money list. The 24-year-old Aus- 
tralian birdied the 17th hole for a 72. 


Also at 218 were Carole Jo Skala, who 


had a 73 Saturday, Chako Higuchi, 74, 
and Sharon Miller, one of the three 36- 
hole leaders, who had a 76. 


Gerda Boykin, another of Friday's lead- 


ers, bogeyed three holes midway thrdugh 
her round, shot 77 and was tied at 219 
with Murle Breer, 74, and Donna Caponi 
Young, 72 Young, the Women's Open 
champion in 1969 and 1970, shared the 
lead with six holes to go but then three-

Janet Guthrie 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (UPI) — Janet 


Guthrie will become the first woman to 
compete in a major stock car race when 
the green flag drops in today's World 600, 
but she has no illusions about outrunning 
David Pearson and Richard Petty, who 
will start on the front row. 


But for the 38-year-old New York 


native, who failed to make the field for 
the Indianapolis 500, getting a spot in the 
$249,155 event was a major accomplish- 
ment. 


"My major concern was getting up to 


competitive speed in one aay," said 
Guthrie, who qualified for the 27th start- 
ing slot after two days of practice, only 
one in her car. 
' "I have never seen anyone— -mar, or 
woman—adjust to driving a stock car 
racer as quickly as Janet did," said crew 
chief Ralph Moody, a stock car veteran 
who prepared her car. 


"The transition from any other type 


racer to a stock car is extremely difficult. 
She had done it in two days with little 
more than 40 total laps of practice." 


Pearson, starting on the pole for the 


sixth consecutive race at the Charlotte 
Motor Speedway, will be going after his 
first victory since the Rebel 500 at Darl- 
ington April 11. 


His qualifying speed of 159.132 miles 


per hour in the Wood Brothers Mercury 
was about six miles faster than Miss 
Guthrie's and earned him $11,000. 


Petty, the defending champion, had not 


won a race here during his superb career 
until last year, when he took the check- 
ered flag in both the World 600 and the 
National 500. 


Gale Yarborough will start in the third 


position in a Chevrolet and Bobby Al- 
lison, in a Mercury, will start fourth. 
Dave Marcis and Buddy Baker will start 
in the third row. 


Baker's father, Buck, attempted to 


qualify for the race but mechanical prob- 
lems prevented him from reaching com- 
petitive speeds during the three days of 
qualifying. 


"Don't ask me about that woman 


driver," said the elder Baker, who had 
predicted Guthrie would fail to qualify. 
"She has already made a fool out of me 
with my prediction. She's in the field and 
I'm not. I'm ready to believe anything. 
Even that she can win the race." 


But Guthrie said she will use the early 


part of the race to find a comfortable 
position and may fall further back in the 
field as NASCAR's longest event get* 
underway. 
. 


"Only this year I tried championship 


cars and now I'm racing on high banks in 
a race that is totally different," said the 
veteran of 13 years as a sports car driver. 
"I'm truly delighted that we made the 
field and I'm sure that we'll improve in 
speed with more experience on my part." 


Moody said it took the early part of the 


week just to convince her that he and the 
other members of the crew were giving her 
sound advice about how to drive on the 
track.

Expect Record 350,000 Fans 
For Indianapolis '500' Race 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A stand- 


ing room crowd of 350,000, surpassing 
by far any sports attendance record in 
this country, jammed the Speedway 
today for the Indianapolis 500 mile 
classic that for the first time in years 
has produced no clear-cut favorite. 


Johnny Rutherford was on the pole for 


the 200-lap grind at this 2 '/2 -mile oval. 
The 60th annual Indy race, carrying a 
million dollar parse, was scheduled to 
start at noon EOT. The weatherman 
predicted the skies would be clear with 
the temperature about 80 degrees. 


The experts were truly stumped in 


picking a winner as A.J. Foyt, Mario 
Andretti, Bobby and Al Unser, Gordon 
Johncock and Rutherford, the Las 
Vegas odds-on choice at 4-1, climbed 
into their cockpits for Tony Hulman's 
famed pre-race call: "Gentlemen, start 
your engines." 


Observers believed that at least six of 


the 33 starting drivers would be on the 
same lap as the winner when the race 
ended about three hours later. 


Janet Guthrie became the darling of 


the media during the month-long prel- 
ude to the main event, although she 
found it extremely difficult to keep from 
snarling as she was bombarded with the 
question: "Do you think you can quali- 


fy?" Most often, she smiled sweetly and 
replied, "I wouldn't be here if I didn't 
think I could make it." 


Unfortunately, Guthrie did not have 


a car to match her enthusiasm as she 
failed to reach speeds necessary to 
qualify. However, she spiked the com- 
ments of her severest male critics by 
driving Foyt's backup car to speeds of 
180 miles an hour. A.J. had no intention 
of allowing her to use the vehicle for a 
qualifying attempt since Guthrie was 
under contract to Rolla Vollstedt. 


So Guthrie, rather than hanging 


around for the main event as a spec- 
tator, opted for a being a participant in 
the World 600 stock car race at 
Charlotte, N.C., today. 


There were four rookies in today's 


Indy lineup—Billy Scott, Spike 
Gehlhausen, Al Loquasto and Austral- 
ian Vern Schuppan —all of them in 
positions from the sixth row on back. 


Rutherford, the 1974 winner here, 


gained the pole with a speed of 188.957 
m.p.h. Johncock, winner in 1973, and 
Tom Sneva, who suffered burns over 25 
per cent of his body in a fireball crackup 
last year, occupied the other two front 
row positions. 


Foyt, Al Unser and Pancho Carter, 


who replaced 1975 winner Bobby Unser 
on Dan Gurnet's team, formed the 


second line of departure. 


Andretti actually turned in the fastest 


qualifying lap with his 189.404 m.p.h. 
clocking, but accomplished this speed 
on the second weekend of qualifying 
after missing the opening trials to fulfill 
a Grand Prix committment in Belgium. 
Mario was placed in the seventh row 
despite his excellent effort. 


It was expected that race speeds 


would be reduced by three to four miles 
from last year's clockings as a result of 
USAC rules that mandated a maximum 
manifold pressure of 75 inches.

NEW YORK (UPI) - One of the fint things Walt Frazier 


tells you is he hasn't read a newspaper in nearly three 
months and, whenever anyone tells you that, you know right 
away something's bothering him. 


Frazier insists nothing is, and that all his problems we 


over, including his back problem, his paternity problem 
and hii anxiety problem over whether the New York 
Knicks are join* to trade him for that bif super crater 
they ve been looting to get for more than two years now. 


"My back is all better," nays the Knicks' 31-year-old 


playmaker. 


That settles the first problem, and since the paternity 


case against him was thrown out of court, that takes care 
of the second one, but there never really was any anxiety 
problem on his part over the possibility of being traded, 
Frazier says. It was something only in other peoples' 
minds, not his. 


"What team is gonna give up a center for a guard? A guard 


that's making $400,000?" he asks. 


Good question. 
Frazier's $400,000 figure is a little high. He's giving 


himself a raise. His contract with the Knicks call* for 
$350,000 a year for the next four seasons—but even so his 
chances of being traded are slim and his salary is only 
one of the reasons. 


The Knicks certainly would give up a Walt Frazier to get 


a center like Kareem AbdulJabbar or Dave Cowens, or 
maybe a forward-guard combination such as George McGin- 
nis and Doug Collins, but who's going to give them up? 


"First they said I was going to Atlanta," says Frazier. 


"Then it was Phoenix and then Houston. I don't think 
I'll be traded. Nobody's gonna pay roe $400,000. Not 
many teams can afford it. As far as that goes, I'm happy 
in New York. I never said I wanted to be traded. I never 
said I wanted out." 


"Would you quit if you were traded?" one of Frazier's 


listeners asks, and Frazier nearly falls out of his chair. 


"I can't quit," he says. "I'm not like Reggie Jackson. 


I can't walk away from $400,000." 


Walt Frazier doesn't look as if he can. 
Nobody in professional sports dresses any smarter than he 


does and by now, he has been driving his Rolls-Royce long 
enough so that it no longer is a novelty with him and he's 
completely used to it. When he first bought the car, he 
rented two garage spaces adjacent to one another to keep 
it from getting nicked or scratched. Now he's down to one 
space. It isn't that he's economizing, only that he has moved 
into a much larger garage. 


This past season was Frazier's poorest one with the 


Knicks since he established himself as a perennial A1I- 
Star performer during the 1970-71 season. His scoring 
wasn't off that much—he averaged 19.1 points a game 
against a lifetime 19.5 figure—but he looked as if he had 
slowed a step or so and he didn't seem to have his 
customary ability to fire up the team. Maybe that's 
because nobody could. 


Injuries hampered him also. He missed 20 games or so 


after the All-Star game. Besides his back, he came up with 
a hand injury plus the flu. Recurrent stories that he was on 
the trading block didn't do much for his morale either. He 
admits the stories got him down, even when he's in a 
nonbasketball atmosphere as he was Thursday at a get- 
together to kick off the sixth annual sports celebrity tennis 
tournament for the Dewar's Cup at Las Vegas, June 7-10. 


"The reason I was down was because the press really 


had me down," he says. "Other guys, like (Tom) Seaver, 
have had poor seasons and I never saw a lot of stories 
about him going to be traded. They wrote I'm getting old, 
I'm this, I'm that. For nine years you give it everything 
you have, and then in one year they forget." 


On the subject of salaries, Frazier has two views. 
Speaking the way most professional athletes do, he says 


he doesn't think they ever can be paid too much money. 


Reflecting a moment on the snowballing problems of 


professional basketball teams, though, he has another 
thought. 


"Considering none of them are making any money," he 


says, "something's wrong." 


He can say that again.

rent security deposits." A bet- 
ter understanding of the land- 
lordtenant relationship would 
alleviate the problem, he felt. 


Vogt explained that land- 


lords usually require a security 
deposit of at least one month's 
rent from new tenants to pro- 


tect them against major dam- 
age to the apartment during a 
tenant's occupancy. The sum 
must be held m escrow by law 
and 
cannot 
be 
used for 


speculative purposes Tenants 
are entitled to immediate re- 
cove'ry of the sum, he said, if 
the security deposit is com- 
bined or mixed with the 
landlord's personal funds 


Vogt said a tenant living in 


an apartment of six or more 
dwelling units is entitled to 
notification by the landlord oi 
the name and address of the 
bank m which he deposited 
the rent security. 


The law also requires land- 


lords to pay five per cent in- 
terest, compounded annually, 
on all security deposits He is,

Violators of mini-bike laws 


are subject to fines of up to 
$200 and parents of youngsters 
riding mini-bikes are warned

According to motor and ve- 


hicle and traffic laws, all min- 
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ibikes powered by gasoline are 
classed as motorcyclyes 
Therefore, if they are ridden 
on public property, highways 
and streets, a junior or regular 
motorcycle license is required. 
Bike registration, insurance 
and safety stickers are also 
necessary. 


Levy said that there are no 


restrictions on mini-bikes 
driven on private property if 
the property owner has given 
his permission. 
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however, entitled to one per 
cent 
for administrative or 


custodial expenses.

a yearly basis, applied to 
future rents or left in the secur 
ity deposit trust account," 
said Vogt 


Although security deposits 


are mostly held to protect the 
landlord's property and in- 
vestment — and may be re- 
tained when an apartment has 
been so tenant-damaged as to 
require repairs — state law 
details the circumstances un- 
der which the deposit may be 
reserved and not returned to 
the tenant, said Vogt. 


"A security deposit may be 


retained by the landlord only 
to the extent of damages sus- 
tained," he said, "and the 
balance must be returned to 
the tenant." If a renter feels he 
has been charged excessively 
for repairs, he should request 
an itemized bill for damages 
and repairs, said Vogt. 


Consumer confusion exists 


over the definitions of the 
terms, "rentable" or "liveable 
conditions " It is generally ac- 
knowledged, said Vogt, that 
apartments should be swept 
out, plastered and speckled 
where needed, and restored to 


their original condition and 
design if walls have been re- 
moved or other renovations 
undertaken. 


Most security deposits are 


withheld because renters fail 
to leave apartments in their 
original condition. Sometimes 
monies are retained because 
tenants leave without giving 
landlords 
sufficient 
notice. 


Vogt said it is wise to give one 
month's notice before vacat- 
ing, 
either personally or by 


mail, and definitively and un- 
equivocally Tenants are also 
advised to request acknowl- 
edgement from landlords of 
their notice to move. 


The 30-day notice, he said, 


generally refers to tenants ren- 
ting on a month-to-month 
basis and applies equally to 
landlords seeking to terminate 
a renter's tenancy.

"People will be drawn to them, 
prices will be lowered on them 
but the cost will have to be 
made up." 


Last Monday the U. S. Su- 


preme Court ruled 7-1 that 
states may not forbid pharma- 
cists from advertising pre- 
scription drug prices The high 
court said such advertising is 
protected 
under the First 


Amendment guarantee of free 
speech. 


New York State law current- 


ly provides for the posting of 
common prescription drugs " 
prominently" within a store, 
but price advertising in print, 
broadcast or other medium is 
banned 


The Assembly bill, authored 


by Michael Pesce, D-52nd 
Dist, would allow the State 
Board of Pharmacy to make 
rules " to prevent deceptive or 
misleading advertising and the 
promotion of excessive or un- 
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warranted use." 


However, the board would 


be barred from making any 
rule which would "aubaUntial- 
ly prohibit or prevent the ad- 
vertising of definite prices" for 
prescription drugs. 


Ulmann sees the legislation 


as opening the door for phar- 
macists to lower the prices on 
the most common drugs and 
raise them on uncommon 
drugs. 


" It will be the older people 


and people in the smaller com- 
munities who will get hurt," 
according to David Brenner of 
Hy-Way Pharmacy. Speaking 
as an individual rather than as 
secfetary of the Ulster County 
Pharmaceutical Society, Bren- 
ner felt that a great many 
services now enjoyed by the 
comsumer such as deliveries, 
charge accounts and the pro- 
viding of family drug records, 
will have to be curtailed. 


Because the demand for' 


drugs is not created by the 
conuumer, but by the physi- 
cian, Brenner sees little need 
for advertising. The ads won't 
help the people who don't have 
ailments 


He also said the ads might 


pressure people into going to 
their doctors to seek prescrip- 
tions for them, i.e. "valium is 
cheap this week, give ^e a 
prescription for valium." 


He hopes not. He also hopes 


that popularity of certain ad- 
vertised drugs will not lead to 
abuse or increased abuse of 
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such items. He can visualize, 
he said, a person buying a 
brand now because it is cheap. 
Then, if a symptom of an 
ailment develops, the person 
takes the drug "because he has 
it." This can be dangerous in 
that some medications have a 
dependence 
factor whether 


psychological or physical. 


Brenner points out that a 


public interest research group 
in California which is af- 
filiated with consumer ad- 
vocate Ralph Nader, is against 
advertising of drugs. The 
group feels that it tends to 
limit competition, driving 
some of the smaller pharma- 
cists out of business. "The fact 
that a person has a right to 
advertise doesn't mean he 
wants to or can afford to finan- 
cially," Brenner said. 


"The big chain store drug- 


gists will be the ones who can 
afford to advertise," but the 
smaller stores, who are already 
providing price information, 
will not. 


"I don't know of any busi- 


ness man who hasn't tried to 
please his customers already 
by providing price information 
either personally or on the 
phone," he said. 
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Ullmann agreed that it is a 


backward step for the pharma- 
cists. He said that although he 
has lobbied in Albany on 
many occasions for consumer 
righto, he lobbied against this 
bill.

The Ulster County Pool 


...and what it means to our AA U Competitive Swimmers 


•• NEW PALTZ - The balmy days of 
springtime are welcomed with no less 
fervor anywhere than in Ulster County. 
But this spring of '76 looms as the 
brightest ever, full of anticipation for the 
competitive swimmers of Ulster County. 
For this is the year Ulster gains a pool 
adequate to their needs. 


The 50 meter pool, now in construction 


at the Ulster County Fair Grounds in New 
Paltz, will be ready this summer. 


Ulster's Swimming Heritage 


Competitive swimming and diving are 


not new to Ulster County. As far as can 
be discerned, it all started back in the 
early 1930's at Williams Lake Hotel in 
Rosendale, then the only official com- 
petitive swimming course in the area; a 
50 yard course at that. 


The first association with the Adiron- 


dack District of the AAU was in 1932 
under the name of the William's Lake 
Aquatic Club. The team's first coach was 
Wm. J. Brooks, swimming coach at 
Ryder College at the time. Brooks later 
trained the Bermuda Olympic Team and 
they used the William's Lake facility in 
preparing for the 1936 Berlin Olympics. 
Brooks went on to Harvard where he 
assumed the job as head swimming 
coach. 


Marathon swimming races were popu- 


lar at the lake in the early years as well 
as Springboard and Platform Diving. 
Some of the familiar faces around the 
lake at this time were the famous Spence 
brothers of Olympic fame and their 
Sister, Luci Spence, a great marathon 
swimmer who served as the beach direc- 
tor. Some of the finest divers in the 
country came to this fine facility in these 
early years and among them were two 
Junior National Champions, Herman 
Ringler and David Russel. 


When Bill Brooks left for Harvard, Ed 


Guilette, the beach director at Jones' 
Beach West, took over the reins. Exhibi- 
tion diving, clown and comedy diving 
were popular at this time. 


In the late 1930's, the American Legion 


sponsored the American Legion Trophy. 
This was an Open 100 meter freestyle 
trophy event held annually throughout 
the 40's. Following World War n, the 
Kiwana's Trophy was instituted, a- 50 
meter event for women. The two events 
ran concurrently for the period of the late 
40's. 


Local 'stars' of this period included: 


Joe Heidicamp, Kingston; John F. 
Daley, Maple Hill; Wilmot Parker, Ro- 
sendale; Walter Hinnelberg, Tillson; 
The Raisner sisters, Helen, Patricia, 
and Elizabeth of Rosendale. Outstand- 
ing 
local 
divers 
included: Charles 


Schneider, Highland, John Vaugh, 
Carl and Bill Strobel, Rosendale. 


During the war years, Fred Dippel, the 


recently retired superintendent of the 
New Paltz School District and an out- 
standing marathon swimmer in his own 
right, became the beach director at Wil- 
liams Lake. It was during this time that 
the National AAU Long Distance (4 
miles) Swim Championships were held at 
the lake. Three of the higher echelon in 
Olympic Swim Coaching were present at 
one of these meets; Max Hitter, Bob 
Kiputh, and Charlie Rosser. They were 
present the year Jimmy McClain, the 13 
year old superstar from the Akron, Ohio 
Swim Club won the National Long Dis- 
tance Event, and, as the story goes, Bob 
Kiputh, the Yale Coach, talked to Jim- 
my. That was the last time he swam with 
the Akron Club. Jimmy went on to 
Andover Prep and then to Yale and 
finally starred for the U.S. in the Olym- 
pics. 


Things slowed down a little following 


the war, and a disastrous fire destroyed 
the hotel and diving facility in 1953. This 
'marked the end of one era and the 
beginning of another. 


Age-Group 
Swimming 


When the hotel was restored, com- 


petitive swimming was revived, this time 
under the direction of the late Al Gruner. 
It was at this time that age-group com- 
petitive swimming was born in Ulster 
County and we can rightly say that Al 
Gruner was the father of age-group swim- 
ming in Ulster County. Moriello Park in 
New Paltz had a pool at this time and 
under the direction of Bill Russel, it 
started an age-group team. Highland 
Recreation Park had an age-group team 
under the direction of Ed Saverese. 
Kerhonkson built a 24 yd. community 
pool and John "Chick" Meehan was its 
director and started its competitive age- 
group program. Wiltwyck Country Club 
and Calabar Club built their pools and 
started competitive teams. Most of these 
clubs competed against each other on a 
dual or triangular team basis and then 
came together at the close of the summer 
again at the Williams Lake Initational, ag 
age-group meet. Williams Lake Aquatic 
Club was the only sanctioned local AAU 


Club at thia time and competed in AAU 
meets around the capitol district and 
other areas of the state. 


Al Gruner passed away in 1966 and with 


his death, Ulster County lost the pioneer 
of age-group swimming. But before he 
died, he had laid the groundwork for what 
was later to become the backbone of a 


Kingston High School dynasty in the 
name of three young age-group swim- 
mers, Charles Plunket, Gene Gruner, 
and Craig Murray. 


The competitive program at Williams 


Lake continued for a few years after 
Gruner's death, but not at nearly the 
same level of excellence and by 1970 it 
had all but ceased to exist. 


In 1969, Art Stockin went to Wiltwyck 


Country Club. They were an AAU team 
now and many young budding stars were 
emerging. Among these were Mary Beth 
Pechloff, age 8; Jay Riffenbary, <Jay 
Andretta, Dwight Davenport, Kyle 
Murray, 
Chris Davenport, 
Susan 


Helmrich, Pam Randel, Jim Gogg, 
John Edwards, Jack Abernathy, Mike 
O'Hara, Dawn Sleight, Nancy Kolln, 
and John Plunket.

In 1960, Art Stockin took over as coach 


of the Kerhonkson Swim Team and the 
Kerhonkson Invitational Swim Meet was 
instituted under his direction. Teams 
attending this meet were Williams Lake 
Aquatic Club, Highland Rec., Moriello 
Park of New Paltz, and Middletown. 
These teams continued to compete for the 
next six years. There were some close 
team battles between Kerhonkson and 
Williams Lake in those years. 
Kerhonkson's standouts included: the 
late Greg Thomas, Ron Dunn, Chris 
Downs, Rick Wright, Charles George, 
Joe Previll, Barb Brush, Patti and 
John Meehan. Williams Lake stars at 
that time were Greg Rabuflb, Paul 
Gruner, Jim Plunket, Jan Butera, 
Barb Plunket, Jenny Murray, Candice 
Canning, Gene Gruner, Charles 
Plunket, Craig Murray, Nancy Plunket 
and Craig Murray, by now an outstand- 
ing swimmer. 


The Fishbowl 


Meanwhile, competitive swimming in 


Ulster had been strictly a seasonal sport, 
confined to the summer months in out- 
door facilities. The only indoor facility in 
the entire county was the 13 yard pool in 
the old Kingsotn YMCA erected in 1912. 
That Y pool was the only quasi-indoor 
pool in Ulster County for over 50 yeasr, 
until the pool was erected at SUNY New 
Paltz in 1964. As the county recognized 
the need for a new pool, plans were 
started for construction of a new facility. 
Spirits ran high as teams practiced in this 
4 lane, 13 yd. pool. There are many 
humorous stories about swim practices in 
the old "fishbowl." Kingston swimmers 
became the best "turners" around. It was 
two strokes and a turn, two strokes and 
a turn. The start of YMCA competitive 
swimming was about 1966 and has as its 
coach Joe Edwards, who carried on this 
job with great devotion for about eight 
years. Bob Murray was another who gave 
untiringly of his time as a coach of these 
Y teams. 


In 1964, the natatorium was con- 


structed at Elting Gym at SUNY, New 
Paltz. This was the first 25 yd. indoorpool 
in Ulster. Ernie Maglischo, now a coach 
of the perennial NCAA College Title 
Team at Chico State was SUNY's first 
coach. Marv Ross succeeded him for a 
year and then Art Stockin took over the 
helm in 1966.' 


That same year, Kingston High started 


its Varsity Swim Team. They were the 
first high school swimming team in Ul- 
ster. They were coached by Harry 
Mahood. Harry was the team's coach its 
first 2 seasons and although the team's 
record each of those first two seasons was 
0-8, things had been launched. Ron 
Gabriel took over the helm in the '66-67 
season and by now some of the age- 
groupers were beginning to emerge. Ron's 
first year as coach the team was 0-5 going 
into the last two meets. They won the last 
two to finish 2-5, third in the DUSO 
League and fifth in section 9. From that 
date to this, Kingston High has never had 
a losing season. DUSO Champs in 67-68, 
second in 68-69, five straight league titles 
in 69-70 and 70-71 in the DUSO League 
and then three straight in the DSCL 
League. They were Section 9 Champs in 
70-71. From Feb. '71 until Ron Gabriel's 
retirement from the job, the team won 39 
straight victories without a defeat. The 
team moved to the much stronger Section 
1 in 71-72 and has climbed steadily in 
that division, finishing second in 1974-75 
under mesent coach. Dick McCormick. 


In 1968, a First 


In 1968, Marlboro High constructed a 


25 yd. indoor facility to write history as 
the first high school in the county with a 
pool (a distinction they still hold). Under 
coach Tom Albright, they have climbed 
steadily, finishing second in the Northern 
Division of Section 9 and third overall in 
Section 9, '75-76. 


With the completion of the new Y pool 


in March of '72, there were three 25 yd. 
indoor pools in the county. After eight 
years of swimming all their meets at 
opponent's pools, the Kingston High 
School Team finally swam its firsthome 
meet in the 1972-73 season. The YMCA 
team now came to its front following the 
completion of this pool under 
the 


coaching of J Joe Edwards and Dick 
McCormick. 


Stone Dock Swim Club 


On the age-group scene, it was 1971 


when Stone Dock Swim Club had its 
beginning, and Art Stockin became its 
mentor. This was an AAU team estab- 
lished by a now-growing group of com- 
petitive swimming families interested in 
a competitive swim club centrally located 
economically feasible for its members and 
solely interested in promoting com- 
petitive swimming. A 20 yd. heated pool 
was constructed on the property of Stone 
Dock Golf Club in High Falls, owned and 
operated by Tom an and Elaine Daven- 
port. The team had approximately 50 
members its charter year and maintained 
that size throughout its existence for the 
next five years. The first three seasons, 
STone Dock operated out of the original 
site at Stone Dock in the 20 yd. pool, and 
the next two years, used the SUNY, New 
Paltz pool and the newly constructed 
Williams Lake 50 meter course to once 


again return competitive swimming to 
the place in the county where it all 
started way back in the '30's. A fitting 
tribute to W«Iter WiUlami, himself a 
competitive swimmer for Ryder College 
and a man who over the years has done 


so much to promote competitive sports in 
the area. 


The Stone Dock Club operated as the 


only sanctioned AAU club in Ulster for a 
period of three or four years and repre- 
sented the county admirably throughout 
the state and especially in the Adiron- 
dack District where it captured the team 
titles in both 1974 and 1975. Seventeen 
individuals of the club's 50 members 
captured one or more individual District 
Titles, amny set and presently hold Dis- 
trict and Resident records, and many 
others have been members of winning and 
record-setting relays. 


Earlybird Program 


During the period since 1966, an early 


morning (6 to 7:30) community age-group 
program has run continually throughout 
the school months at SUNY, New Paltz, 
supervised and coached by (Art Stockin 


. It has been a program open to any and 
all competitive swimmers in the county of 
any age and haskept many of the young 
swimmers going between summers as well 
as reactivating some of the old masters. 


As more pools were constructed in the 


70's, Rondout Pool, Golf and Tennis, 
Hurley Rec. Pool, Zena, Moriello Park, a 
new league of age-group teams was estab- 
lished and called KASL. This is a sanc- 
tioned AAU League of non-AAU swim- 
mers who continue to compete on a dual 
meet schedule and have met annually for 
the Rondout Invitational. Member^teams

efforts for the youngsters and adults who 
have worked and trained hard and given 
their best in the races. It has been done 
for the fun of it especially, but also for the 
pride, the friendships, and the lessons 
that were derived from the sport. Many 
of these young swimmers have graduated 
from competitive swimming and have 
passed on their knowledge, giving untir- 
ingly to the young and upcoming swim- 
mers of Ulster. Some of these former age- 
group swimmers who have done so much 
for the youngsters in their positions as 
coaches are: Debbie Riffenbary, 
Wiltwyck;

now expand to serve even more. With the 
expanded facilities for swimming and 
diving, Olympic training facilities, pro- 
fessional coaching, and no prohibitive 
fees, competitive swimming in Ulster 
County will really come of age. 


Exciting plans toward this end are now 


underway. The Ulster County Swim 
Team (AAU) is open to all residents of 
Ulster County. Car pools will carry water- 
logged youngsters from every corner of 
Ulster to learn how to slice through the 
water with the ease of a Weismuller, the 
dedication of a Mark Spitz. Coaches Art 
Stockin, Tom Albright and Dick Mc- 
Cormick are understandably impatient 
for it all to begin.

plants. It was only four or fve 
years ago that those same guys 
were laughing at people who 
foolishly thought that wind- 
plants and waterwheels might 
still have a few practical ap- 
plications. 


Mother recently visited 


NASA's Plumb Brook Station 
at Sandusky, Ohio, where the 
currently 
world's 
biggest 


windplant is just going into 
operation. We talked to 
Donald Cooksey, Site Project 
Engineer for NASA's Wind 
Turbine 
Generator 
(WTG) 


Project. 


PLOWBOY: Mr. Cockney, 


this is a BIG windplant. At the 
top of its arc, the tip of each 
blade is something like 170 or 
175 feet above the surface of 
che earth and traveling nearly 
180 miles an hour. Just how 
much did the plant cost? 


COOKSEY: The project is 


budgeted at S9S5,000. 


PLOWBOY: 
And where's 


that money coming from? 


COOKSEY: Well, indirect- 


ly, from the taxpayers. But 
more directly from ERDA . . . 
the Energy Research and De- 
velopment 
Administration. 


ERDA is actively enqaged in 
researching 
and developing 


energy sources of all kinds. 


PLOWBOY: Is this 100-kw 


windplant an ERDA design? 


COOKSEY: No, It was engi- 


neered — with a little help 
from some computers — by 
our own NASA people at Lewis 
Research Center in Cleveland. 
We've set it up here on the 
Lake Erie shore near Sand- 
usky, of course, because of the 
strong, steady winds that blow 
in and out across the lake 
during so much of the year. 


PLOWBOY: Is the design an 


original 
one 
all 
the 
way 


through? 


COOKSEY: Oh no. Our 


Wind Turbine Generator — we 
call it the WTG, for short — is 
actually a composite of several 
other machines which exist 
now or whch once existed. In 
particular, we were inspired by 
a Dr. Heutter in Germany. He 
developed a 100-kw windplant 
a few years ago and funded its 
construction 
himself and 


brought the machine right up 
to the point where everything 
started to work right . . . and 
then ran out of money. While 
he was still conducting experi- 
ments, we brought him over 
here and picked his brain. A 
lot of the input for our WTG 
came directly from Dr. Heut- 
ter. PLOWBOY: Have you 
had to construct everything 
you've used in this windplant? 


COOKSEY: No, we've used 


existing hardware as much as 
oossible. Almost everything in 
the mechanical drive system 
— shafts, bearings, gearbox —- 
came right off the shelf. The 
alternator is a stock item from 
General 
Electric 
and 
the 


gearbox is straight out of the 
Horsburgh-Scott catalog. That 
saved us a lot of money and, 
incidentally, also dictated a 
great deal about the specifica- 
tions of the components that 
we did have to design for the 
machine. 


PLOWBOY: The windplant 


you've built and are testing for 
$985,000 produces 100 kilo- 
watts of electricity . . . when 
the wind blows. 


COOKSEY: That is correct. 
PLOWBOY: Which means 


that your generator cost 59,800 
per kilowatt . . . and that's a 
pretty penny to pay for free 
power from the wind. 


COOKSEY: OK. In the first 


place, not allgf that 8985,000 
actually went — or is going — 
directly into our Wind Turbine 
Generator. 
Nearly half the 


money has to be charged off to 
engineering, test 
equipment 


tion is working with the Battell 
Institute down in Columbus, 
Ohio on these questions right 
now. 


And what about the micro- 


climate around a very large 
windplant? Will that rotor stir 
up 
the passing ah- mass 


enough to change the frost 
characterises of the neighbor- 
hood? We don't know. But we 
aim to find out. 


PLOWBOY: Well let's say 


that you find the answers to 
these questions . . . and that 
the answers are good ones. 
Let's say, in short, that wind- 
driven generators are really 
great. They produce mean- 
ingful quantities of electricity 
and they don't disturb the 
environment. We still aren't 
going to put them everywhere 
because the wind doesn't blow 
regularly everywhere.

Psychologist Knows Why Ballads Are In

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


woman left her table, walked 
up to the piano and asked if 
the singer could sing some 
ragtime. 


"I'm sorry," the performer 


said, "but that's just not my 
thing." 


And he continued with his 


repertoire of ballads — old 
love ballads, songs like "Feel- 
ings," "You Will Be My Mu- 
sic" and "Magic," the kind of 
music one hasn't heard too 
often in these days of high 
amps and the electronic piano. 


On and off for four hours the 


baritone poured forth with 
such melodies, music largely 
written off as anachronistic 
and from an era when couples 
still touched one another while 
on the dance floor. 


But as he sang, there was 


little talk in the room, despite 
the fact meals were being 


served at 18 tables. Sometime 
toward midnight, the woman 
ragtime bugg returned to the 
piano and, 
almost embar- 


rassed, told the perfromer, 
"You've made me a believer." 


Her reaction was not 


atypical of those stopping by 
O'Henry's in Greenwich Vil- 
lage these days or at the other 
cafes that are reappearing in 
New York, most offering a 
menu of oldtime low-keyed 
music for lovers. 


It appears to be a trend and 


one of those who is not sur- 
prised is O'Henry's singer, Ray 
Barron, a former actor, music 
instructor and trained psy- 
chologist who believes there's 
little doubt that the ballad is 
back. 


"For the last eight years 


much of what has come out of 
the music business has been 
garbage," the 35-year-old 


singer said. "There's been a 
tendency not to communicate 
with the audience. The ballad 
— the time proven ballad — 
has a one-to-one relationship 
with the listener. There's a 
sharing of feeling." 


B a r r o n , a native of 


Brooklyn, 
formally 
studied 


music at the High School of 
Performing Arts, Manhattan 
school of Music and NYU. He 
later taught singing both on an 
invidual basis and in schools. 


But Barron said it was only 


after he also studied 
psy- 


chology and human behavior 
that he learned how strong a 
song can be in touching one's 
feelings. And he began em- 
ploying music as a form of 
therapy in his work as a coun- 
sellor to emotionally disturbed 
children and heroin addicts. 


"The purpose of therapy is 


to motpvate one to com- 


municte those feelings inside 
and relate to another person 
by getting in touch with 
oneself. Music, for reasons we 
don't completely understand, 
can elicit feelings that other- 
wise can't be touched," he 
said. 


Barron spent several years 


on the West Coast working as 
an actor and had minor or 
featured roles in more than a 
dozen films, among them "The 
Owl and the Pussycat," "Hus- 
bands" and "Cry Uncle." But 
his heart is with his song and 
he returned to New York to 
find that his forte with the 
oldtime ballads was conve- 
niently back in demand. 


Currently Barron's at the 


backroom of the new 
O'Henry's on West 4th Street 
and Sixth Avenue, he appears 
nightly Sunday through 
Thursday.

After 
Napoleon's 
famous 


battle at Marengo, where he 
amazingly, after an apparent 
debacle, turned around and 
defeated the Austrian forces of 
Baron Melas and sent them 
packing out of Italy, he was 
served a chicken dinner that 
has become legendary. It was 
cooked on the battlefield, they 
tell us, with whatever was to 
be had in the neighboring Ital- 
ian countryside. What that 


whatever 
was, besides 


chicken and tomatoes, no one 
can really say, since the recipe 
was never formally catalogued. 
Thus, of course, there are 
many stories and as many reci- 
pes, and any cook can pick any 
version of that muc!,-told tale. 
My favorite is that Napoleon's 
chef was able to find only some 
garlic, olives and olive oil, 
tomatoes and mushrooms, a 
few eggs, a bit of bread, a 
handful of crayfish, and a 
chicken—which 
he slashed 


into pieces with his terrible 
swift sword. (What a glorious 
picture, that of the battle- 
scarred chef complete with 
saber. And apron and chefs 
hat, too, one wonders? Yes! Or 
we would not know who he was 
in the scene.) Out of these 
found ingredients our noble 
chef constructed his master- 
piece that today is far more 
renowned than the battle. All 
of this took place, it should be 
noted, on June 14, 1800, while 
Napoleon was still First Con- 
sul, not Emperor. 


Whatever and however the 


origins and the authenticity of 
ingredients, the recipe given 
here is a marvelous combina- 
tion of elements, and although 
the garniture ie somewhat 
time consuming, You can get 
it all done ahead with no loss 
of glory. The eggs I particular- 
ly like; combining with and 


flowing into the olive oil- 
browned croutons, and the 
tomatoes, and the various oth- 
er elements, they give 
Napoleon's chicken a very spe- 
cial character.

THE CROUTONS. Pour a 1

toweling. THE SHRIMP. In 
the same frying pan, adding 
more oil if needed, saute the 
shrimp, shaking and swirling 
pan by its handle for a minute 
or two until they begin to 
stiffen.

THE TOMATO AND

another tablespoon or so of oil 
to the frying pan, stir in the 
minced mushroom stems, 
tomatoes, garlic, herbs, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Cover 
pan and simmer 5 minutes 
until tomatoes exude their 
juices, then uncover pan and 
cook over moderately high 
heat (add liquid from shrimp 
and mushroom caps at this 
point) until juices have almost 
evaporated. 


THE FRENCH FRIED 


EGGS. Pour about 1 inch of 
olive oil into the second small 
saucepan and heat to very hot 
but not smoking. One at a 
time, break an egg into a small 
bowl or a ladle and tip into the 
hot oil. Immediately roll egg 
against side of pan with spoon 
to give it an attractive oval egg 
shape.

Impatiens Platypetel 


When impatiens were 


available only with 
flowers of garish red, 
bright reddish-purple or. 
screaming pink, I grew 
and enjoyed them, but 
they were far from being 
my favorite indoor 
plants. 


Now Patience plants, 


or Busy Lizzies, are 
available in lovely soft 
shades of orange and 
pink, in bi-colors, in both 
single and double flower 
forms and in tall, medi- 
um or dwarf size. (The 
older, brighter, harsher 
colors are also still to be 
had). If you haven't seen 
some of the newer varie- 
ties, do look for them; 
they're a far cry from the 
old. ones. 


My current favorite is 
Impatiens platypetala 
aurantica, which for- 
tunately has a common 
name: Tangerine impa- 
tiens. The fresh-green, 
fleshy leaves have a 
prominent pink midrib, 
and .the flowers of a 
pleasing shade orange- 
red have a bright 
crimson eye. Plants are 
large and husky, and the 
flowers tend to be larger 
than those of other varie- 
ties. This isn't the first 
good orange-toned impa- 
tiens, of course, but the 
Mr. Meltzer 


best of the earlier ones 
were on dwarf plant*, not 
on standard-sized ones. 


Tangerine will flower 


all year long if given the 
proper care. For best 
growth and maximum 
bloom, provide the plant 
with a warm, sunny spot 
where air circulation is 
moderately brisk, keep 
the plant potted in rich, 
humusy loam, and try to 
keep thesoil evenly moist 
at all times. Since the 
plants seem to enjoy 
moderately high humid- 
ity, I like to keep their 
pots set on large pebble 
trays. In addition, I 
shower them frequently 
with plain water, prima- 
rily to discourage spider 
mites from getting a foot- 
hold on the plants bur 
also to keep the foliage 
fresh and dust-free. 


Impatiens are easily 


propagated from either 
tip cuttings or basal 
shoots; they also start 
readily from seed. Basal 
shoots, usually lacking 
flowers or buds, will root 
in any damp medium; 
tip shoots will root equal- 
ly well if their flowers 
and buds are removed 
before the cuttings are 
set to root. Leaves of 
Patience plants are rath- 
er thin and transpire 


moisture rapidly. So to 
prevent excessive wilt 
during the rooting peri- 
od, keep the cuttings 
covered lightly with a 
clear plastic wrap. 


Although ample sun- 


light is recommended for 
these plants, many of 
them do better with light 
shading. When I broad- 
cast impatiens seeds in 
our outdoor garden, the 
sturdiest plants are 
always those which have 
come up hi the shade of 
shrubs or trees which 
have provided high 
shade. 


If your Patience plant 


looks bleached, move it 
further back from the 
window or put up sheer 
curtains to diffuse the 
sun. 
QUESTIONS AND AN- 
SWERS. 


Q. Is there a plant 


that can't flower? I'm 
not talking about ferns, 
or stuff like that, but 
about the usual tropical 
plants one grows in- 
doors. I have a wax 
b e g o n i a 
and 
a 
geranium plant that 
have never flowered; I 
also have a peper omia 
leaf that has rooted but 
has never made any top 
growth. I've been told I 
have sterile plants, and 


that the first two will 
never bloom and the 
peperomia will never 
grow. True? 


A. There are such 


things as plants that are 
unable to flower, I be- 
lieve, but I doubt that 
your begonia and 
geranium are among 
them. Try more sun and 
less water and you may 
have blooms rather 
quickly. As for the 
peperomia leaf, it could 
be what is known as a 
blind cutting that will

me that the zoning had been 
changed to residential about 
five years ago. My wife re- 
called receiving a notice about 
a zoning change, but thought 
it had something to do with 
our postal zip code.

The whole thing 
doesn't seem fair. What can we 
do?

Unfortunately, the only 


chance you had to do some- 
thing was prior to the zoning 
change. If you had started your 
business beforehand, it would 
have been allowed to remain 
as a non-conforming use. Now 
you may only use your proper- 
ty for residential 
purposes. 


You could try to obtain a 
zoning variance, but if your 
neighbors protest loudly 
enough, it 
would be im- 


possible. Municipalities do 
have a right to change zoning, 
provided they follow the prop- 
er procedures.

When we moved into our 
house, the real estate agent 
advised me to purchase a 
homeowner's insurance poli-

Occasionally I receive letters 


from readers who have no un- 
derstanding of the concept of 
zoning. Most cities in the 
United States have com- 
prehensive zoning ordinances 
today. Zoning controls not 
only the size and placing of a 
building — but 
also the 


purposes for which it can be 
used. Here is an example. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: Ap- 


proximately 10 years ago I 
inherited the house I now oc- 
cupy from my father. I re- 
member for years he had 
always told me that our house 
was very valuable because it 
had commercial zoning. Sever- 
al months ago my wife and I 
decided to open a plant store 
in our downstairs as a source of 
additional income. After pub- 
licizing our grand opening, 
making minor renovations and 
buying considerable stock, we 
managed to start our new busi- 
ness last week. After two days 
a man entered the shop and 
identified himself as a build- 
ing inspector. He then told us 
we would have to discontinue 
our business or apply for a 
zoning variance. When I told 
him that our house had com- 
mercial zoning, he informed

cy. I had been paying pre- 
miums for almost six years, 
and never had a claim. Last 
month we had a severe wind- 
storm. Several large trees 
fell over. I had them cut up 
and removed and sent the bill 
to my insurance company. 
They returned the bill and 
advised that this was not 
covered under my insurance. 
What am I carrying insur- 
ance for? — OVER- 
INSURED. 


The typical homeowner's in- 


surance policy does not cover 
windstorm damage to a tree. If 
your tree fell on your house, 
you would be entitled to dam- 
ages. You may want to consult 
an accountant or the Internal 
Revenue Service to see if you 
are entitled to a casualty loss 
deduction on your tax return 
next year. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: 


Last week I had a very bad 
argument with my wife. 
When I left the house and 
slammed the door, the large 
glass in the storm door 
broke. 


The next day we made up 


and I promised to have the 
storm door fixed. When I 
went to the hardware store, 
they refused to sell me a new 
glass and insisted that I use 
plastic.

Location Decides Plants 


It is easy to make a raistale 


in selecting a plant for a specif- 
ic place. This is usually the 
result of ignorance of the 
plant's growth rate and size at 
maturity. Perhaps lack of im- 
agination plays a part, too, for 
it is sometimes hard to im- 
agine how a very small plant 
can develop into a very large 
one. 


You don't have to look far to 


see examples of plants not 
suited to their locations. You 
may even have one or two 
yourself. Large shrubs or small 
trees that cover windows so 
that they can function no long- 
er as windows, shrubs on either 
side of a walk that block or 
make passage difficult and 
small shrubs deprived of sun- 
light by larger shrubs planted 
around them are just a few 
examples of the wrong plants 
in the wrong places. 


In the plan a low stone wall 


extends along the driveway 
and front of the property. In 
this case the wall is on the side 
of the driveway in the direc- 
tion of oncoming traffic. While 
the wall itself is low enough so 
that it does not obstruct the 
view of a driver backing his car 
out of the driveway, any con- 
siderable addition to the over- 
all height on this side could 
prove to be hazardous. For this 
reason two low-growing plants 
were selected. 


The Japanese garden 


juniper (Juniperus procum- 
bens nana) is a spreading ever- 
green with blue-green foliage. 
It can eventually grow to a 
height of two feet, but it is 
used closest to the house where 
this height will pose no prob- 
lem. This juniper has branches 
that result in a pleasing shelv- 
ing effect — one atop the 
other. It is a good ground cover 
plant. 


Closer to the street where 


adequate sight distance is of 
great importance, a lower- 
growing ground cover, Autumn 
fire cotoneaster (Cotoneaster 
Herbstfeuer) is planted. This 
vigorous growing hybrid 
cotoneaster has evergreen 
leaves and abundant red ber- 
ries that are decorative. It is a 
spreading plant that seldom 
reaches a height greater than 
six inches. QUESTIONS AND

It it eu y to make a mistake 
in selecting a p lant for a sp ecif­ 
ic p lace. This is u su ally the 
resu lt of ig norance of the 
p lant's g rowth rate and size at 
matu rity . Perhap s lack of im­ 
ag ination p lay s a p art, too, for 
it is sometimes hard to im­ 
ag ine how a v ery small p lant 
can dev elop into a v ery larg e 
one, 


You don’t hav e to look far to 
see ex amp les of p lants not 
su ited to their locations. You 
may ev en hav e one or two 
y ou rself. Larg e shru bs or small 
trees that cov er windows so 
that they can fu nction no long ­ 
er as windows, shru bs on either 
side of a walk that block or 
make p assag e difficu lt and 
small shru bs dep riv ed of su n­ 
lig ht by larg er shru bs p lanted 
arou nd them are ju st a few 
ex amp les of the wrong p lants 
in the wrong p laces. 


In the p lan a low stone wall 
ex tends along the driv eway 
and front of the p rop erty . In 
this case the wall is on the side 
of the driv eway in the direc­ 
tion of oncoming traffic. While 
the wall itself is low enou g h so 
that it does not obstru ct the 
v iew of a driv er backing his car 
ou t of the driv eway , any con­ 
siderable addition to the ov er­ 
all heig ht on this side cou ld 
p rov e to be hazardou s. For this 
reason two low-g rowing p lants 
were selected. 


T h e J a p a n e s e g arden 
ju nip er (Ju nip eru s p rocu m- 
bens nana) is a sp reading ev er­ 
g reen with blu e-g reen foliag e. 
It can ev entu ally g row to a 
heig ht of two feet, bu t it is 
u sed closest to the hou se where 
this heig ht will p ose no p rob­ 
lem. This ju nip er has branches 
that resu lt in a p leasing shelv ­ 
ing effect — one atop the 
other. It is a g ood g rou nd cov er 
p lant. 


Closer to the street where 
adequ ate sig ht distance is of 
g reat imp ortance, a lower- 
g rowing g rou nd cov er, Au tu mn 
fire cotoneaster (Cotoneaster 
Herbstfeu er) is p lanted. This 
v ig orou s g row ing hy brid 
cotoneaster has ev erg reen 
leav es and abu ndant red ber­ 
ries that are decorativ e. It is a 
sp reading p lant that seldom 
reaches a heig ht g reater than 
six inches.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


In 
the 
complex 
world of 


churchstate relations, one of 
the most sensitive areas is tax- 
ation of religious institutions, 
or the lack of it. 


The churches' relations with 


the Internal Revenue Service 
have always been ticklish, but 
recent efforts by the IRS to 
refine its definition of religious 
organizations could lead to 
confrontations in the courts. 


At issue is a proposed IRS 


regulation that would define 
an "integrated auxiliary" of a 
church. The churches fear it 
might have an adverse tax 
effect on church-related hospi- 
tals, schools and other such 
institutions. 


The IRS action has church 


organizations hopping mad. 
They say that if the IRS has its 
way, it w i l l seriously 
jeopardize church work in a 
variety of charitable fields and 
undermine the constitutional- 
ly guaranteed separation of 
church and state 


While the 
IRS proposal 


would not result in taxation of 
groups falling outside the defi- 
nition, it would force them to 
comply with IRS regulations 
for the first time, and would 
allow the IRS to define what 
properly constitutes a church 
and religious activity. 


"The 
churches 
have not 


agreed and cannot agree with 
the proposition that the state 
is competent to develop a defi- 
nition of a church into which 
each member of the diverse 
religious community must 
fit," John W. Baker has told 
the IRS. 


Baker is research director of 


the Joint Baptist Committee 
on Public 
Affairs, 
one of 


Washington's most knowl- 
edgeable groups on church- 
state relations. 


The dispute goes back to the 


Tax Reform Act of 1969 which 
amended the internal revenue 
cede to require certain taxex- 
empt organizations to begin 
filing annual tax returns. 


In addition, these groups 


were required to "keep such 
records, render under oath 
such statements, make such 
other returns and comply with 
such laws and regulations" as 
the IRS prescribed. 


The law did 
exempt 


"churches, 
their 
integrated 


auxiliaries, and conventions or 
associations of churches" from 
the new requirements. 


Now the IRS is trying to 


define precisely 
what con- 


stitutes an "integrated aux- 
iliary." The churches believe 
the IRS definition is BO tightly

Theological seminaries,

One that might not be ex- 


empt, however, would be a 
church-related hospital be- 
cause its primary purpose is to 
provide medical care to the 
community rather than 
to 


"carry out the tenets" of a 
particular faith. 


"We are troubled by the 


Internal Revenue Service's at- 
tempt to set up a distinction 
between what the 
Church 


teaches and what the Church 
does," said George F. Harkm, 
general secretary of the Lu- 
theran' Council in the USA, 
the 
ecumenical agency for 


American Lutherans. 


H a r k i n said 
c h u r c h 


teachings and activities were 
"inseparable." 


"Speaking and writing 


about Chnstmn precepts be- 
comes real and under- 
'standable only as those pre- 
cepts are lived and practiced 
by the Church itself," he said. 


"When the Church pleads 


for a response to the needs of 
the sick, the elderly and the 
young, it also proves that it 
really cares when it is ready to 
sponsor and provide health 
care centers, home for aging, 
schools and colleges. .'' 


Harkin said the proposed 


IRS definition borders "on 
theological judgments as to 
what the church should be." 
He agreed with Baker that the 
IRS was not qualified to make 
such judgments. 


"We feel that the First 


Amendment precludes tne fed- 
eral government from impos- 
ing blanket definitions on the 
churches," Harkin said 


If the 
IRS definition 
is 


adopted, Baker said, it would 
create "pandemonium" for the 
churches when it was applied 
to such nreas as pension funds, 
publishing houses, newspapers 
and other activities by remov- 
ing them from religious aus- 
pices.

ligious Liberty -A Global View 


By UPI 


When Dr Philip Potter, gen- 


eral secretary of the World 
Council of Churches, spoke re- 
cently at the 
Bicentennial 


Convocation on Religious Lib- 
erty, he described the task of 
being the only foreigner to 
speak as "daunting." 


One supposes he found the 


task to be intimidating but his 
subsequent speech was any- 
thing but intimidated. 


Religious liberty in a global 


perspective is an increasingly 
important question and has 
been raised to a new level of 
public awareness by the sign- 
ing of the Helsinki Agreement 
and reports of religious repres- 
sion in such diverse countries 
as the Soviet Union and South 
Korea. 


Potter said that Christians 


and others throughout 
the 


world 
"have now accepted religious 
liberty as a basic human right 
... and relate it integrally with 
other human rights." 


"American religious leaders, 


Protestant, Catholic and Jew- 
ish, both clerical and lay, have 
played a considerable part in 
bringing this achievment 
about," he said. 


"One could say that this was 


a natural outcome of a long 
American tradition, enshrined 
in the declaration of Independ- 
ence," Potter said. "But it also 
implies a very heavy responsi- 
bility on the American people 
to implement these human 
rights both here and abroad." 


He singled out the South 


Korean situation as a particu- 
lar example of how that re- 
sponsibility weighs on 
the 


United States. 


In that country, he said, 


"Christians have been express- 
ing their religious liberty in 
identifying themselves with 
those who are deprived of their 
human rights, who are eco 
nomically or socially exploited 
and are hardly able to express 
their religious freedom. 


"The result has been harass- 


ment, imprisonment and the 
deprivation of the rights of 
such Christians " 


Potter also said a "particu- 


larly acute example of the re- 
lation of religious liberty to 
other human rights" could be 
found in the Eastern bloc so- 
cialist states which, while al- 
lowing some freedom of wor- 
ship are "hostile to people us- 
ing their religious liberty to 
draw out the implications of 
their faith in being critical of 
aspects of the system." 


He said the Helsinki Agree- 


ment, which was signed by 
both the Soviet Union and the 
United States and re-states 
the fundamental principle of 
religious liberty, "makes it 
possible to challenge the so- 
cialist states to liberalize their 
practices regarding 
religious 


liberty." 


Potter also said that the 


challenge of "secularism in a 
technological 
culture 
"was 


raising the issue of religious 
liberty in a new way through- 
out the world. 


That challenge has placed 


an emphasis on values such as 
consumerism, 
economic 


growth which destroys the en- 
vironment, and having rather 
than being to the extent that 
the spiritual dimensions of life 


are being downgraded, he said 


He urged Americans not let 


the idea of religious liberty 
become an ideology but said it 
should be "a means for people 
to seek to fulfill the purpose for 
which nation was proclaimed. 


"Speaking as a Christian I 


would say

The chu rches’ relatio n s with 
the In tern al Rev en u e Serv ice 
hav e alway s been ticklish, bu t 
recen t effo rts by the IRS to 
refin e it* defin itio n o f religio u s 
o rgan izatio n s co u ld lead to 
co n fro n tatio n s in the co u rts. 
At issu e is a p ro p o sed IRS 
regu latio n that wo u ld defin e 
an “in tegrated au x iliary ” o f a 
chu rch. The chu rches fear it 
might hav e an adv erse tax 
effect o n chu rch-related ho sp i­ 
tals, scho o ls an d o ther su ch 
in stitu tio n s. 
The IRS actio n has chu rch 
o rgan izatio n s ho p p in g mad. 
They say that if the IRS has its 
w a y ,

Co n v o catio n o n Religio u s Lib­ 
erty , he described the task o f 
bein g the o n ly fo reign er to 
sp eak as “dau n tin g.” 
On e su p p o ses he fo u n d the 
task to be in timidatin g bu t his 
su bseq u en t sp eech was an y ­ 
thin g bu t in timidated. 
Religio u s liberty in a glo bal 
p ersp ectiv e is an in creasin gly 
imp o rtan t q u estio n an d has 
been raised to a n ew lev el o f 
p u blic awaren ess by the sign ­ 
in g o f the Helsin ki Agreemen t 
an d rep o rts o f religio u s rep res­ 
sio n in su ch div erse co u n tries 
as the So v iet Un io n an d So u th 
Ko rea. 
Po tter said that Christian s 
an d 
o thers thro u gho u t the 
wo rld 
“ hav e n o w accep ted religio u s 
liberty as a basic hu man right 
... an d relate it in tegrally with 
o ther hu man rights.” 
“American religio u s leaders, 
Pro testan t, Catho lic an d Jew­ 
ish, bo th clerical an d lay , hav e 
p lay ed a co n siderable p art in 
b rin g in g th is ach iev m en t 
abo u t,” he said. 
“ On e co u ld say that this was 
a n atu ral o u tco me o f a lo n g 
American traditio n , en shrin ed 
in the declaratio n o f In dep en d­ 
en ce,” Po tter said. “ Bu t it also 
imp lies a v ery heav y resp o n si­ 
bility o n the American p eo p le 
to imp lemen t these hu man 
rights bo th here an d abro ad." 
He sin gled o u t the So u th 
Ko rean situ atio n as a p articu ­ 
lar ex amp le o f ho w that re­ 
sp o n sibility 
weighs 
o n 
the 
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Un ited States. 
In that co u n try , he said, 
“Christian s hav e been ex p ress­ 
in g their religio u s liberty in 
iden tify in g themselv es with 
tho se who are dep riv ed o f their 
hu man rights, who are eco ­ 
n o mically o r so cially ex p lo ited 
an d are hardly able to ex p ress 
their religio u s freedo m. 
“The resu lt has been harass­ 
men t, imp riso n men t an d the 
dep riv atio n o f the rights o f 
su ch Christian s.” 
Po tter also said a “p articu ­ 
larly acu te ex amp le o f the re­ 
latio n o f religio u s liberty to 
o ther hu man rights" co u ld be 
fo u n d in the Eastern blo c so ­ 
cialist states which, while al­ 
lo win g so me freedo m o f wo r­ 
ship are “ho stile to p eo p le u s­ 
in g their religio u s liberty to 
draw o u t the imp licatio n s o f 
their faith in bein g critical o f 
asp ects o f the sy stem."

The Astronauts Had To Go 


Through Customs,Too!

Wherever 
foreign 
travels 


may take the American, he 
must clear U.S. Customs on 
his return home. And that goes 
for our astronauts as well as 
you and me. 


A news release from the U.S. 


Customs Service listing his- 
torical events of past Aprils 
noted that the Apollo 16 
astronauts 
commanded 
by 


John W. Young, in 1972 were 
required by law to obtain 
clearance on whatever they 
brought back from their three- 
day stay on the moon. 


The astronauts? They must 


be kidding. So I wrote to Cus- 
toms headquarters in Wash- 
ington to confirm the report. 


"The 
astronauts were 


cleared by Customs because 
the law, Section 1582 of title 
19, requires it 
—- the 


astronauts made a customs 
declaration like other trav- 
elers," replied William Steo, 
Public Information Specialist 
with the agency in the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury. 


"The 
commander of the 


capsule also had to fill out a 
manifest ('moon rocks'!) and 
entry form, per Section 1581 of 
title 
19, 
which refers 
to 


vessels." 


Steo emphasized there are 


no exceptions under the law. 


"The federal statutes which 


the Customs Service is obliged 
to enforce (over 400 for about 
61 agencies) do not exempt 
astronauts, heads of state or 
anyone else from making a 
Customs declaration," he said. 


"...Customs officers have no 


alternative but to ask for dec- 
larations from everyone and to 
inspect every person, load of 
cargo, piece of luggage and 
handbag, every ship, aircraft, 
train, truck, bus, car or bi- 
cycle." 


It is not an easy job. An 


estimated 250 million persons 
cleared through Customs in 
1975, making oral or written 
declarations. Oral declarations 
may be made by travelers 
whose total purchases abroad 
do not exceed the basic $100 
duty-free exemption — $200 if 
returning from or via the U.S. 
Virgin Islands, Guam or Amer- 
ican Samoa. 


Steo said a customs inspec- 


tion "can consist of a few 
questions and a cursory 
glance, which is why some 
travelers think they have not 
been inspected." 


"It can also consist of a 


thorough, even microscopic ex- 
amination of absolutely every- 
thing a person brings into the 
country. Or it can be some- 
thing in between." 


He said it is the responsi- 


bility of each inspector to de- 
cide on the intensity of the 
examination, adding: 


"Since the level of inspec- 


tion is not recorded, we do not 
know just what it was for the 


astronaut*. But, certainly, it 
was only as thorough as the 
circumstances warranted. It 
would have been unrealistic to 
inspect for contraband." 


As for the complaint* by 


some travelers against ex- 
tensive searches, Stel said 
there is no doubt that "the 
intensity of customs inspec- 
tion does not always cor- 
respond to the actual riik by 
travelers but inspectors do not 
enjoy divine insight..." 


To help speed clearance, the 


Customs Service urges all in- 
ternational travelers to learn 
about exemptions and duty 
allowances before leaving the 
United States. 


The information, and other 


tips, are contained in 'a pam- 
phlet called "Customs Hints 
for Returning Residents — 
Know Before You Go," written 
especially for the average trav- 
elers. 


A free copy can be obtained 


from the nearest U.S. Customs 
District Office or by writing 
U.S. Customs Service, P.O. 
Box 7118, Washington, D.C. 
20044. 


The pamphlet tells how to 


register valuables and foreign- 
made merchandise such as 
cameras and binoculars you 
already own before departure 
to avoid possible complica- 
tions on return. It also ex- 
plains the duty exemption on 
goods acquired aboard and in 
your possession at the time of 
return. 


Listed are popular tourist 


items and the applicable rates 
of duty if the duty-free 
exemption has been exceeded.

characters in television 
history, seemed to be sa\mg 
that would be the end of it. as 
far as she was concerned 


She is contracted for the 


fifth year And she said that 
after that year, she has no 
plans to do anything else 


"I honestly don t know if I 


want to work again," Bea 
said 
Maybe ! mighi do a 


special now and then Or if a 
really fantastic play or movie 
came along. 1 d do it The 
thing is that the schedule

She and her husband, direc- 


tor G e n e Saks, have 
everything they want now 
They are not troubled by 
dreams of glory, nor visions of 
oil wells They are content 


The icing on their personal

When they first came to

"They kept our deposit 


They said we'd ruined the 
house, that we'd let the plants 
die That sort of thing happen- 
ed to us three or four times, 
with three or four houses So 
we decided to build our own 
place " 


She and Gene have settled in 


and they never want to move 
again 


MALCONTENT MAUDE may be leaving the small screen 
after next season. Series' star Bea Arthur plans to call it 
quits after the hit show's fifth year. 


"I'm too old and too tired to 


go through that again," Bea 
says 


it's a beautiful home, low 


and rambling, built around 
some magnificent old trees 
And, for the first time since 
they have been in California, 
they feel at home. Finally. 


The whole family is content 


Gene has a tennis court Bea 
has a garden And the two 
boys, Matt. 15, and Dan, 12, 
who are into music and film, 
have places to do their thing 


"It's funny about the boys," 


Bea said "In one of my very 
first interviews here in 
California, the reporter asked 
about what effect Hollywood 
would have on the kids. I said 
it would have no effect at all. 


"I said they had been 


around the theater all their 
lives and Hollywood wouldn't 
change them if Broadway 
couldn't 
Well, a couple of 


weeks ago, the kids took over 
the maid's room Matt said l.e 
and Danny wanted to use it as 
a studio 


" 'OK,' I said 'But just un- 


til 1 go back to work - then 
we'll have a maid again and 
you can't have it.' 


" 'You know,' Matt said,

Gene was dead set 
against moving to California 
She says he called it a

wastelandic quality of Califor- 
nia culture 


Bea doesn't play tennis 


During the shooting season, 
she has no time for anything 
except work. Maude is her

"I feel," she says, "that last 


year — our fourth — was far 
and away our best Maude is 
one show that has grown over 
the years It has grown in 
stature, in the writing, in the 
subject matter, in the acting 
I feel we've become a very 
classy repertory company 


"I must say that I enjoy the 


show I'm the opposite of most 
people on a long-run show — 
I'm terribly proud of Maude

Lyndon Johnson and the 


American Dream, by Doris 
Keams. 


(Harper and Row, 512.50) 
The awfulness of the war in 


Vietnam and the now dimly 
remembered domestic turmoil 
that resulted, ruined the presi- 
dency of Lyndon Johnson. 


Historians can debate the 


rights and wrongs of his politi- 
cal demise, but what does 
seem marguable, as this open- 
ly biased biography points out, 
is that his reputation as a 
thoughtful, effective advocate 
of social reform has been re- 
grettably obscured. 


"The challenge of the next 


half century," he said in 1964, 
"is whether we have the wis- 
dom to use that (our national) 
wealth to enrich and elevate 
our national life." 


He longed for a society where 


"the city of man serves not 
only the needs of the body but 
the desire for beauty and the 
hunger for community." 


Political rhetoric, yes, but 


noble thoughts still. According 
to this book, in fact, the reason 
that Johnson lied about the 
nation's deep involvement in 
Vietnam and its poor military 
prospects was to avoid weak- 
ening his political power and 
thus damaging his Great Soci- 
ety program. 


"I was determined to be a 


leader of war and a leader of 
peace. I refused to let my 
critics push me into choosing 
one or the other. I wanted 
both. I believed in both." 


Miss Keams was White 


House Fellow in 1967 and de- 
veloped a close relationship 
with President Johnson. He 
talked with her endlessly and 
she dutifuly gives his side of 
the stormy events that toppled 
him from office. 


There has been gossip about 


the relationship between the 
President and the young his- 
torian, but nothing intimate is 
revealed in this book, which is 
scholarly in tone and un- 
fortunately reveals too little of 
the fascinating private man 
that Johnson was. 


Go Gentle Into The Night, 


by C.L. Sulzberger. 


(Prentice-Hall, $6.95) 
Beauty, sensitivity and rev- 


erence abound in this highly 
personal compendium of some 
of men's attempts to com- 
municate with their Divinity. 
The author, political colum- 
nist for the New York Times, 
confesses to a profound athe- 
ism, which he endeavors to 
explain in uxtaposition to the 
better efforts of history's more 
noteworthy religious practi- 
tioners. 


The selections illustrate 


some of the circumstances un- 
der which men pray and give 
a remarkable insight into their 
characters, stripped bare in 
their honesty with their God. 


The author's approach is, of 


course, eclectic rather than ec- 
clesiastic, and he guides the 
reader through the sensuality 
of St. John of the Cross, the 
practicality of John Wesley, 
the perceptivity of Anne 
Frank, to the outspokenness of 
Daniel 
Boone who asked, 


"Lord. If you can't help me, 
don't help that bear." 


As he moves through cul- 


tures and creeds, Sulzberger 
shows a respectful and com- 
passionate fascination for his 
subject matter, which he col- 
lected over four decades. Some 
of his examples involve tenets 
that have agonized theologians 
for centuries. 


David Lloyd George, by Pe- 


ter Rowland. (Macmillan, $20) 
Lloyd George was a Celtic 
charmer with all the passion 
and 
contradictions 
of the 


breed. His long life was a series 
of stunning mistakes and ac- 
complishments, both public 
and personal. As Great 
Britain's top political practi- 
tioner, he pushed its first wel- 
fare program. He bamboozled 
Irish leaders into a settlement 
that ended the 1920s fighting 
but settled little. A critic of 
war, he was a wartime prime 
minister. A promiscuous lover, 
he was a staunch family man. 
This vigorous, baffling man's 
career is given full justice in 
this stimulating biography. 


Victims, by John Pekkanen. 


(Dial, $8.95) This stark, terri- 
fying book tells in excruciating 
detail what happens to a vic- 
tim of rape, based on an actual 
case. The crime itself occupies 
only a few pages. A young, 
attractive girl is almost de- 
stroyed in its aftermath by the 
fumbling police and judicial 
procedures. The prose is 
sparse and direct and suit the 
subject perfectly. The under- 
current of anger and frustra- 
tion marks this as an impor- 
tant book. 


Liberty Tavern, by Thomas 


Fleming. 
(Doubleday, 
$10) 


How did it feel for work-a-day 
citizens when a revolution was 
thrust upon them? This book 
recreates with compelling suc- 
cess the fears, weakness and 
courage that Colonial Ameri- 
cans experienced and ex- 
hibited during the 1776 re- 
bellion. Most of the action 
centers in a tavern in north- 
eastern New Jersey. Liberty 
Tavern is a fine fictional flight 
that looks at the American 
Revolution from a refreshing 
vantage point. 


Johnson on Johnson, ed- 


ited by John Wain. (Dutton, 
$10) If Samuel Johnson ever 
had written an autobiography, 
as James Boswell said, "the 
world would probably have 
had the most perfect example 
of biography that was ever 
exhibited." But the great doc- 
tor never did. Now John Wain 
has extracted from Johnson's 
voluminous writings, letters, 
diaries, sermons and prayers a 
fascinating anthology of per- 
sonal facts and hints and prej- 
udices which should lead the 
reader back to Johnson 
himself. A work of love which 
deserves the honor of becom- 
ing No. 1,000 in Dutton's Eve- 
ryman series. 


The Blackjack Hijack, by 


Charles Einstein. (Random 
House, $7.95) Engineer Harry 
Allen strays from his sup- 
posedly happy marriage with 
rather spectacular results, 
which include a half-million 
dollar win at blackjack and an 
airline hijacking. Einstein is a 
funny writer with an oblique 
way of viewing people and 
events. His suspense novel is a 
savvy, sometimes savage com- 
ment on modern society that 
amuses consistently. He also is 
an expert blackjack player.

The awfu lness of the war in 
Vietnam and the now d imly 
remembered d omestic tu rmoil 
th at resu lted , ru ined the presi­ 
d ency of Ly nd on Johnson. 
Historians can d ebate the 
rights and wrongs of his politi­ 
cal d emise, bu t what d oes 
seem inargu able, as this open­ 
ly biased biography points ou t, 
is th at his repu tation as a 
thou ghtfu l, effectiv e ad v ocate 
of social reform has been re­ 
grettably obscu red , 
“The challenge of the nex t 
half centu ry ,” he said in 1964, 
“ is whether we hav e the wis­ 
d om to u se th at (ou r national) 
wealth to enrich and elev ate 
ou r national life." 
He longed for a society where 
“the city of man serv es not 
only the need s of the bod y bu t 
the d esire for beau ty and the 
hu nger for commu nity .” 
Political rhetoric, y es, bu t 
noble thou ghts still. Accord ing 
to this book , in fact, the reason 
th at Johnson lied abou t the 
nation's d eep inv olv ement in 
Vietnam and its poor military 
prospects was to av oid weak ­ 
ening his political power and 
thu s d amaging his Great Soci­ 
ety program. 
“I was d etermined to be a 
lead er of war and a lead er of 
peace. I refu sed to let my 
critics pu sh me into choosing 
one or the other. I wanted 
both. I believ ed in both.” 
Miss 
Kearns 
was 
White 
Hou se Fellow in 19 67 and d e­ 
v eloped a close relationship 
with Presid ent Johnson. He 
talk ed with her end lessly and 
she d u tifu ly giv es his Bid e of 
the stormy ev ents th at toppled 
him from office. 
There has been gossip abou t 
the relationship between the 
Presid ent and the y ou ng his­ 
torian, bu t nothing intim ate is 
rev ealed in this book , which is 
scholarly in tone and u n­ 
fortu nately rev eals too little of 
the fascinating priv ate man 
th at Johnson was, 
Go Gentle Into The Nig ht, 
by C.L. Su lzberger. 
(Prentice-Hall, $6.9 5) 
Beau ty , sensitiv ity and rev ­ 
erence abou nd in this highly 
personal compend iu m of some 
of men’s attem pts to com­ 
mu nicate with their Div inity . 
The au thor, political colu m­ 
nist for the New York Times, 
confesses to a profou nd ath e­ 
ism, which he end eav ors to 
ex plain in u x taposition to the 
better efforts of history ’s more 
noteworthy 
religiou s practi­ 
tioners. 
Th e selections illu strate 
some of the circu mstances u n­ 
d er which men pray and giv e 
a remark able insight into their 
characters, Btripped bare in 
their honesty with their God . 
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The au thor's approach is, of 
cou rse, eclectic rather than ec­ 
clesiastic, and he gu id es the 
read er throu gh the sensu ality 
of St. John of the Croas, the 
practicality of John Wesley , 
th e pe rc e ptiv ity of Anne 
Frank , to the ou tspok enness of 
Daniel 
Boone 
who 
ask ed , 
“ Lord . If y ou can't help me, 
d on’t help th at bear.” 
As he mov es throu gh cu l­ 
tu res and creed s, Su lzberger 
shows a respectfu l and com­ 
passionate fascination for his 
su bject m atter, which he col­ 
lected ov er fou r d ecad es. Some 
of his ex amples inv olv e tenets 
th at hav e agonized theologians 
for centu ries. 
Dav id Llo y d Geo rg e, 
by Pe­ 
ter Rowland . (Macmillan, $20) 
Lloy d George was a Celtic 
charmer with all the passion 
and 
contrad ictions 
of 
the 
breed . His long life was a series 
of stu nning mistak es and ac­ 
complishments, both pu blic 
a nd pe rsona l. As G re a t 
Britain’s top political practi­ 
tioner, he pu shed its first wel­ 
fare program. He bamboozled 
Irish lead ers into a settlement 
th at end ed the 19 20s fighting 
bu t settled little. A critic of 
war, he was a wartime prime 
minister. A promiscu ou s lov er, 
he was a stau nch family man. 
This v igorou s, baffling man's 
career is giv en fu ll ju stice in 
this stimu lating biography . 


J o hnso n o n J o hnso n, 
ed ­ 
ited by John Wain. (Du tton, 
$10) If Samu el Johnson ev er 
had written an au tobiography , 
as Jam es Boswell said , “the 
world wou ld probably hav e 
had the most perfect ex ample 
of biography th at was ev er 
ex hibited .” Bu t the great d oc­ 
tor nev er d id . Now John Wain 
has ex tracted from Johnson’s 
v olu minou s writings, letters, 
d iaries, Bermons and pray ers a 
fascinating anthology of per­ 
sonal facts and hints and prej­ 
u d ices which shou ld lead the 
re a d e r b ack to Joh ns on 
himself. A work of lov e which 
d eserv es the honor of becom­ 
ing No. 1,000 in Du tton's Ev e­ 
ry man series. 


Victims, by John Pek k anen. 
(Dial, $8 .9 5) This stark terri­ 
fy ing book tells in ex cru ciating 
d etail what happens to a v ic­ 
tim of rape, based on an actu al 
case. The crime itself occu pies 
only a few pages. A y ou ng, 
attractiv e girl is almost d e­ 
stroy ed in its aftermath by the 
(l o y 1 
fu mbling police and ju d icial 
proced u res. T h e prose is 
sparse and d irect and su it the 
su bject perfectly . The u nd er­ 
cu rrent of anger and fru stra­ 
tion mark s this as an impor­ 
tant book .

ELTON JOHN: "Here and 
There” (MCA 2197). 
Elton John must be the most 
puzzling star that rock has 
ever produced: he is simulta­ 
neously (or so it often seems) 
the most boring and one of the 
most exciting. In a way, “ Here 
and There” highlights that 
paradox, presenting him in 
concert before a prestigious 
London 
audience 
that in­ 
cluded Princess Margaret and 
a gang of raving Thanksgiving 
Eve fans in New York. For me, 
at least, it also clears up much 
of what John's strengths and 
weaknesses are. 
His best songs are delightful­ 
ly melodic, and one or two of 
them - ‘Rocket Man,’ especial­ 
ly • actually have some mean­ 
ing.

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The FCC JUills grind slowly - 


Woodstock radio waits ... and waits 
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o/l 


n art colony, by definition, is 
a buzzing beehive of cultural, 
entertainment and multi-me- 


i dia activities. Woodstock fits 
• that description by way of its 
many art galleries, musical 


and theatrical attractions, crafts shops offer- 
ings and community video facilities. 


Still, one of America's favorite entertain- 


ments has long been denied Woodstock. It 
has never had its own radio station. Now, 
however, it seems increasingly likely that 
residents will be able to tune in to 
Woodstock's own call letters. 


For three long years, Shady resident 


Jerome Gillman has been working with a will 
to assure Woodstock a home-based FM 
station. And Gillman, mam stockholder of 
Woodstock Communications, Inc., which re- 
cently filed its formal application with the 
FCC for a construction permit, is definitely 
on Woodstock's wavelength. 


A man who recognizes that special pro- 


gramming is necessary in a uniquely special- 
ized town, his grand design calls for quality 
shows catering to the primary interests of 
residentlisteners. 
The Woodstock Com- 


munications filing includes descriptions of 
various programs. 


"Programming for Woodstock defies nor- 


mal format formulation," the application 
reads, "but the applicant anticipates that 
the breakdown will be 40 per cent music, live 
and recorded, 40 per cent local programs, 
talk shows, public affairs, news, and 20 per 
cent live drama, educational, arts and liter- 
ary." 


Among programs unique unto 
itself, 


Woodstock will hear reports from Family (its 
information-referrals-crisis intervention 
agency), programs on Hispanic and Black 
culture, the Insane Gardener (a how-to show 
for growers of anything anywhere), a live 
presentation by the Ulster County Council 
for the Arts, and music of all disciplines (not 
just middle-of-the-road, rock or country and 
western, but the classics and chamber music 
for Maverick Concerts buffs—and live music 
transmitted from the studio's large, down- 
stairs room). 


The studios of the Woodstock Communica- 


tions operation are at 118 Tinker Street. The 
transmitter will be located near the intersec- 
tion of Hill and Jockey Hill Roads in the 
Town of Kingston. 


With so much groundwork done, every- 


thing should be coming up roses. It isn't. 
Although the FCC pondered for many 
months before assigning the channel to 
Woodstock, it has yet to approve the applica- 
tion for issuance of a license. 


If Gillman is weary of waiting, it didn't 


come through in our talk 'vith him. With 


only the barest touch of sarcasm, he said, 
"You know how these regulatory agencies 
work. Evidently, the FCC doesn't like to get 
into any precipitant action." 


After he started the ball rolling way back 


when, filing innumerable papers in 15 copies 
each, he says, the file did not become active 
for more than a year. Eventually, the FCC 
acted on the application for the assignment 
of the channel to the community. 


The need for such an incredible number of 


copies leads Gillman to believe that "Wash- 
ington is centrally heated," and that, "from 
one place, all heat is directed to other 
locations to incinerate the towering mass of 
papers collected from the citizenry every- 
where." 


After the year's wait for the channel assign- 


ment, Gillman ran into another obstacle. 
Legal objections were raised by Harry 
Thayer of Kingston's only FM station. Says 
Gillman, again with only the slighest 
sarcasm, "Ostensibly only out of his love for 
the community of Delhi and, certainly, not 
because he didn't want any more competi- 
tion, Thayer and his lawyers argued that if 
the channel assignmment was made to 
Woodstock, it could not then also be assigned 
to Delhi, which deserved it because of inade- 
quate service." 


Fortunately, feels Gillman, the FCC does 


have rules. And, he says, "The airwaves do 
not belong to Thayer or to a new station, but 
to the public." Many more months sped by- 
while Gillman's group fought the Thayer 
objections. At length, after making engineer- 
ing studies and spending considerable money 
and time, Gillman won that round, too. 


"It was another delay," he says, "but we 


proved to the FCC's satisfaction that Delhi 
does have oral service locally. And that 
nobody in Delhi was applying for a channel 
or had expressed any interest in doing so. An 
that, in the event there was any desire on the 
part of someone to apply for a Delhi assign- 
ment now or at any time in the future, as 
many as two channels could be found to 
service Delhi and allow Woodstock to have 
this channel without any effect." 


Then, still another hurdle placed itself 


squarely in Gillman's path. After he had 
spent three years laying the groundwork, 
spades and shovels were shouldered by com- 
peting applicants: Riding in on Gillman's 
coattails, after he had paved the way for a 
Woodstock station at long last, other ap- 
plications for an operating license were filed. 


One came from Mario Stutterheim, Woods- 


tock resident and New York City radio 
station announcer. 


He and his group, Woodstock Stere- 


ocasters,. Inc., for , wh,ich. he, .serves , as a 


consultant and not a stockholder, came 
through the door that had been opened by 
Gillman. And, reportedly, still another ap- 
plication has been filed, making three in all. 


That means further delay and the time it 


will take before the station gets on the air 
seems increasingly uncertain. It could be 
years before the FCC chooses among the 
applicants. 


If Gillman is bitter, he camouflages it well. 


Quite cheerfully, he says, "Those people saw 
no reason for becoming active to stimulate 
the medium. I did. And, if they are going to 
be claim jumpers in a sense, there certainly 
is going to be some sort of implication 
implicit to the FCC that mine has been a 
commitment and theirs mostly a profit 
motivation." 


Gillman is firm in his belief that his 


competitors must do, in this latter stage, 
what he has already done long since. "You 
can't just go to the FCC and make applica- 
tion for the license," he says. "You have to 
show the place where the studio and towers 
will be. Engineering and financing and 
equipment studies must be made. And you 
must be very specific about requirements 
and other imponderables. There are no short- 
cuts." 


He has faith, he says, that the FCC will 


make its recommendation only on the 
grounds as to who is "better and more 
properly equipped to serve the community." 


Since he started his career in radio and has 


been associated with major public relations 
agencies since, he is willing to let his back- 
ground speak in his favor. 


And, while he awaits a decision, he is 


working on additional programming for 
Woodstock of interest to children and 
teenagers, and blocking out a firm schedule 
by days and hours. 


"I think we are getting our ducks in a row 


as far as what will be of genuine service to 
the community ," he says, "and I'm sure the 
FCC will recognize it as quality program- 
ming." 


He also plans to offer other stations some 


of the 


programs of local intere^,, since they are 


also of national interest. Although they have 
been designed primarily for Woodstock, he 
says, some of them have far greater potential 
for a wider audience. 


When the long wait is over, Woodstock's 


new station will have a broadcast area 
extending mostly to the east and to the 
south. Because of geographical limitations, 
its signal is not expected to carry very far 
west. The broadcast signal includes New 
Paltz and Hyde Park, but does not include 
Shandaken.

munications filing includes descriptions of 
various programs. 
“Programming for Woodstock defies nor­ 
mal format formulation,” the application 
reads, “but the applicant anticipates that 
the breakdown will be 40 per cent music, live 
and recorded, 40 per cent local programs, 
talk shows, public affairs, news, and 20 per 
cent live drama, educational, arts and liter- 
ary.

Woodstock will hear reports from Family (its 
information-referrals-crisis intervention 
agency), programs on Hispanic and Black 
culture, the Insane Gardener (a how-to show 
for growers of anything anywhere), a live 
presentation by the Ulster County Council 
for the Arts, and music of all disciplines (not 
just middle-of-the-road, rock or country and 
western, but the classics and chamber music 
for Maverick Concerts buffs—and live music 
transmitted from the studio’s large, down­ 
stairs room). 
The studios of the Woodstock Communica­ 
tions operation are at 118 Tinker Street. The 
transmitter will be located near the intersec­ 
tion of Hill and Jockey Hill Roads in the 
Town of Kingston. 
With so much groundwork done, every­ 
thing should be coming up roses. It isn’t. 
Although the FCC pondered for numy 
months before assigning the channel to 
Woodstock, it has yet to approve the applica­ 
tion for issuance of a license. 
If Gillman is weary of waiting, it didn’t 
come through in our talk "vith him. With 
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only the barest touch of sarcasm, he said, 
“You know how these regulatory agencies 
work. Evidently, the FCC doesn’t like to get 
into any precipitant action.” 
After he started the ball rolling way back 
when, filing innumerable papers in 15 copies 
each, he says, the file did not become active 
for more than a year. Eventually, the FCC 
acted on the application for the assignment 
of the channel to the community. 
The need for such an incredible number of 
copies leads Gillman to believe that “Wash­ 
ington is centrally heated,” and that, “from 
one place, all heat is directed to other 
locations to incinerate the towering mass of 
papers collected from the citizenry every­ 
where.” 


After the year’s wait for the channel assign­ 
ment, Gillman ran into another obstacle. 
Legal objections were raised by Harry 
Thayer of Kingston’s only FM station. Says 
Gillman, 
again with only the slighest 
sarcasm, “Ostensibly only out of his love for 
the community of Delhi and, certainly, not 
because he didn’t want any more competi­ 
tion, Thayer and his lawyers argued that if 
the channel assignmment was made to 
Woodstock, it could not then also be assigned 
to Delhi, which deserved it because of inade­ 
quate service.” 
Fortunately, feels Gillman, the FCC does 
have rules. And, he says, “The airwaves do 
not belong to Thayer or to a new station, but 
to the public.” Many more months sped by 
while Gillman’s group fought the Thayer 
objections. At length, after making engineer­ 
ing studies and spending considerable money 
and time, Gillman won that round, too. 
“It was another delay,” he says, “but we 
proved to the FCC’s satisfaction that Delhi 
does have oral service locally. And that 
nobody in Delhi was applying for a channel 
or had expressed any interest in doing so. An 
that, in the event there was any desire on the 
part of someone to apply for a Delhi assign­ 
ment now or at any time in the future, as 
many as two channels could be found to 
service Delhi and allow Woodstock to have 
this channel without any effect.” 
Then, still another hurdle placed itself 
squarely in Gillman’s path. After he had 
spent three years laying the groundwork, 
spades and shovels were shouldered by com­ 
peting applicants. Riding in on Gillman’s 
coattails, after he had paved the way for a 
Woodstock station at long last, other ap­ 
plications for an operating license were filed. 
One came from Mario Stutterheim, Woods­ 
tock resident and New York City radio 
station announcer. 
He and his group, Woodstock Stere- 
ocapters., Inc., for , which he ,serves as a 


consultant and not a stockholder, came 
through the door that had been opened by 
Gillman. And, reportedly, 3till another ap­ 
plication has been filed, making three in all. 
That means further delay and the time it 
will take before the station gets on the air 
seems increasingly uncertain. It could be 
years before the FCC chooses among the 
applicants. 
If Gillman is bitter, he camouflages it well. 
Quite cheerfully, he says, “Those people saw 
no reason for becoming active to stimulate 
the medium. I did. And, if they are going to 
be claim jumpers in a sense, there certainly 
is going to be some sort of implication 
implicit to the FCC that mine has been a 
commitment and theirs mostly a profit 
motivation.” 
Gillman is firm in his belief that his 
competitors must do, in this latter stage, 
what he has already done long since. “You 
can’t just go to the FCC and make applica­ 
tion for the license,” he says. “You have to 
show the place where the studio and towers 
will be. Engineering and financing and 
equipment studies must be made. And you 
must be very specific about requirements 
and other imponderables. There are no short­ 
cuts.” 
He has faith, he says, that the FCC will 
make its recommendation only on the 
grounds as to who is “better and more 
properly equipped to serve the community.” 
Since he started his career in radio and has 
been associated with major public relations 
agencies since, he is willing to let his back­ 
ground speak in his favor. 
And, while he awaits a decision, he is 
working on additional programming for 
Woodstock of interest to children and 
teenagers, and blocking out a firm schedule 
by days and hours. 
“I think we are getting our ducks in a row 
as far as what will be of genuine service to 
the community ,” he says, “and I’m sure the 
FCC will recognize it as quality program­ 
ming.” 
He also plans to offer other stations some 
of the 
programs of local interest, since they are 
also of national interest. Although they have 
been designed primarily for Woodstock, he 
says, some of them have far greater potential 
for a wider audience. 
When the long wait is over, Woodstock’s 
new station will have a broadcast area 
extending mostly to the east and to the 
south. Because of geographical limitations, 
its signal is not expected to carry very far 
west. The broadcast signal includes New 
Paltz and Hyde Park, but does not include 
Shandaken.

Part II - New York's signers of the Declaration of Independence 
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William Floyd & Lewis Morris 
f 
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illiam Floyd and Lewis Morris 
were perhaps a bit less col- 
orful than Philip Livingston, 
, their fellow signer of the Dec- 


= laration of Independence who 
was the subject last week in 


the first in this series of four New Yorkers 
who penned their names on that historic 
document. 


But if Floyd and Morris were not known for 


outstanding oratory or fiery spirit, their 
patriotism ran deep and both are remem- 
bered for the high price, in terms of loss of 
personal property, they were willing to pay 
for that patriotism. 


Like the other three New York signers, 


Floyd was "to the manor born," through a 
family that had long before acquired proper- 
ty and the social reputation usually accom- 
panying title to vast acreage. Floyd's great 
grandfather, Richard, had emigrated from 
Wales in the 17th century and settled on 
Long Island. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence signer, born in 1734 at Mastic, in the 
town of Brookhaven in eastern Long Island, 
was the eldest son of Nicoll and Tabitha 
Floyd. 


Unlike Livingston, who was described as 


one of the very few college educated New 
Yorkers of his time, Floyd had only an 
elementary school education and, at 20, 
assumed management of the family home 
when his father died. 


The young land proprietor was soon well- 


known among Long Island's most prominent 
families as a fine host and these connections 
earned him a major role in the civil and 
military affairs of his community. 


It was through their geographically close 


connection with residents of the Revolu- 
tionary colony of Connecticut that Long 
Islanders like Floyd developed then- early, 
anti-British feelings. By the time the In- 
tolerable Acts began to anger other New 
Yorkers, the anti-Parliamentary attitude of 
Long Islanders had already hardened. 


Like the other New York signers, it was 


Floyd's family prominence that led to his 
political involvement. Elected a town 
trustee, he later won a seat in the Provincial 
Assembly. If his Assembly service was not 
conspicuous, it did serve to acquaint him 
with political figures from other parts of the 
New York province and identify him with 
colony and colonial affairs. As a result, he 
was later chosen as Suffolk County's delegate 
to both the First and Second Continental 
Congress. 


His conduct again was inconspicuous, but 


he was called "a good man who never quits 
his chair." After he signed the Declaration 
in 1776, his action and the British sweep 
across Long Island forced his wife and family 
to flee to Connecticut. 


His mansion house and farm were seized 


and he was cu* off from any property income 
until the enemy evacuated Long Island seven 
long years later. Mrs. Floyd had managed to 
save only the family silver, burying it before 
she and the three Floyd children fled to 
Middletown, Conn. 


Following service as a New York State 


senator and a New York Congressman, Floyd 
died in 1821. He lived long enough to see his 
son, Nicoll, elected to the State Assembly 
and to see his two daughters married. One 
became the wife of Benjamin Tallmadge, 
famous for his efforts to uncover Major 
Andre's spy activities and the Benedict 
Arnold plot against West Point. The other 
married George Clinton, son of New York's 
first governor, who was closely associated 
with the early history of Kingston and who 
is buried in the Old Dutch Church yard's 
cemetery here. 


Floyd's co-signer of the Declaration of 


Independence, Lewis Morris HI, was born in 
1726 at Morrisania, the Morris family estate 
in Westchester County. It had been obtained 
by Richard Morris through a grant from the 
royal governor of New York and New Jersey. 
Morris was tutored at home in the fashion of 
the colonial gentry and, at age 16, entered 
Yale College. 


Graduating in 1726 with little taste for 


either business or law, he returned to his 
father's estate and became a gentleman 
farmer. 


He married Mary Walton and the couple 


had six sons, three of whom served in the 
American Revolution. They were also the 
parents of four daughters. 


Like Floyd, Morris gravitated into politics 


after inheriting the family estate. He repre- 
sented Westchester in the Provincial As- 
sembly and made valuable political connec- 
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tions through this service. He was an early 
critic of the Crown and, again like Floyd, was 
a delegate to the First and Second Continen- 
tal Congress. Although his command of the 
Westchester County Militia caused him to be 
absent from Philadelphia in July, Morris 
signed the Declaration of Independence hi 
the City of Brotherly Love hi August, 1776. 


Because of the geographic locations of their 


estates, all four New York signers faced the 
prospect that their families and properties 
could be in great danger as the war pro- 
gressed—and they were well aware of that 
fact in advance. Livingston lost both his New 
York City town house and his Brooklyn 
Heights estate. Floyd was denied his Long 
Island home for seven years. The Morris 
family escaped from Morrisania safely but 
looting of the manor house and confiscation 
of stock and property followed their de- 
parture. 


Morris was a state senator until 1790 and 


was a distinguished member of the first 
Board of Regents of the University of the 
State of New York. Before his death in 1798, 
he was able to restore Morrisania to some of 
its former splendor. The noted Pennsylvania 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
Dr. Benjamin Rush, called Morris, "a 
cheerful, amiable man and patriot," and 
said, "every attainment of his heart yielded 
to his love of his country."

tal Congress. Although his command of the 
Westchester County Militia caused him to be 
absent from Philadelphia in July, Morris 
signed the Declaration of Independence in 
the City of Brotherly Love in August, 1776. 


Because of the geographic locations of their 
estates, all four New York signers faced the 
prospect that their families and properties 
could be in great danger as the war pro­ 
gressed—and they were well aware of that 
fact in advance.

The Morris 
family escaped from Morrisania safely but 
looting of the manor house and confiscation 
of stock and property followed their de­ 
parture. 


Morris was a state senator until 1790 and 
was a distinguished member of the first 
Board of Regents of the University of the 
State of New York. Before his death in 1798, 
he was able to restore Morrisania to some of 
its former splendor. The noted Pennsylvania 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
Dr. Benjamin Rush, called Morris, “a 
cheerful, amiable man and patriot,” and
